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Arab leaders fly to Algiers

ALGIERS, June 6, (Agen- 
Srries): Arab leaders flew to 
' Algiers today for a summit 
meeting convened to back 
anti-Israeli Palestinian upris- 
ing and unify stands toward a 
sharply criticised US Middle 
East initiative. 

A flurry of high level 
diplomatic activity marked the 
eve of the extraordinary Arab 
summit opening tomorrow. 

Yasser Arafat, chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation, flew in from Tunis yes- 
terday for a secret one-hour 
meeting with Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Yuli Voront- 
sov. Palestinian sources repor- 
ted. 

Reception 

PLO sources said Arafat left 
. Algiers immediately after the 
unannounced meeting, but he 
relumed afterwards to take part 
in the summit. It was not clear 
where be had come from. 

Vorontsov earlier conferred 
: with Benjedid. who convened the 
summit and will preside over it. 
Vorontsov reportedly stressed 
the Soviet Union's continuing 
support for the PLO and the 
movement's full-fledged pat- 





ticipation in a future inter- 
national peace, conference. 

Underscoring his participa- 
tion as if he were a full-fledged 
chief of state, Arafal was accor- 
ded a warm, official welcome at 
the airport by President Chadli 
Benjedid. 

Kong Fahd of Saudi Arabia, 
King Hussein of Jordan, United . 
Arab Emirates' President Sheikh 
Zayed Bin Sultan A1 Nahyan and 
Mauritanian President Sid 
Ahmen Ould Taya flew in after 
Arafat and the arrival of others 
was expected later today and 
early tomorrow. HH the Amir of 
Kuwait will arrive tomorrow. 

Arafat is expected to draw at 
the summit renewed Arab endor- 
sement of the PLO as the voice of 
the world's live million Palestin- 
ians. He also is expected to ^ush 
for hefty financial backing from 
the richer, Arab League mem- 
bers for the six-month-old Pales- 
tinian uprising in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza. 

There have been varying 
reports as to how much money 
the PLO would ask the rich Arab 
states, led by Saudi Arabia, to 
allot in support of the uprising. 

“Ideally, we would like to see 
the intifada transformed into 
Gandbi-style civil .difc. 
obedience," one senior PLO 



Arab and international atten- 
tion. 

At the Moscow s ummi t last 
week, both US President Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev spoke of the need for an 
international peace conference 
on the Middle EasL But they 
differed sharply on the composi- 
tion of the parley, particularly on 
whether the PLO should be 
represented. 

Moscow supports PLO par- 
ticipation. But Israel and the US 
refuse to deal with the organisa- 
tion and want Jordan and non- 
PLO Palestinians to take part 
instead.

The “intifada", or uprising, 
has become the most serious 
challenge to Israel since its crea- 
tion 40 years ago. It also has 
pushed the Palestinian problem, 
overshadowed by the Iran-Iraq 
war, again to.. the forefront of 


the US proposal for bilateral 
talks between Israel and Arab 
states inside the international 
conference. 

The latest elaboration on the 
Soviet position came in a mes- 
sage from Gorbachev to mark 
the opening of the summit. 

Although officially the sum- 
mit is expected to centre on the 
Palestinian question, other Arab 
issues also are expected to be 
discussed, including the Leban- 
ese civil’ war and the eight-year- 
old Iranrlraq conflict. 


Scattered 
clashes in 
West Bank 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
Juoe 6. (UPI); Palestinian high 
school students, returning to 
dasses for the first time after a 
four month military closure, da- 
shed today with Israeli soldiers in 
several West Bank towns. 

Classes resumed for about 
37.000 students at most of the 
262 West Bank schools. 

Israeli soldiers fired tear gas 
and rubber bullets to break up a 
demonstration at Hussein High 
School in Hebron 20 miles (32 
km) south of Jerusalem, an Army 
spokesman said. 

Students also clashed with 
troops outside at least two other 
West Bank high schools, Pales- 
tinian sources said. 

A spokesman for the civil 
administration, which runs the 
territories for the military, said 
any disturbances were excep- 
tions. 

Arrests 

The military closed West Bank 
schools in February, saying they 
had become centres of anti-Israel 
unrest. Authorities have; 
reopened the schools in stages 
beginning with elementary 
schools May 22. The process 
continued with 37,000 high 
school students returning to clas- 
ses today. 

Palestinian sources also repor- 
ted dashes, between Palestinians 
and soldidrs in at least five other 
West Bank towns and refugee 
camps. The sources reported at 
least two women suffered from 
tear gas inhalation, but the Army 
had no reports of injuries. 

Israeli troops arrested dozens 
of Palestinians during an over- 
night sweep in the occupied Gaza 
Strip ahead of a fact-finding visit 
today by the leading US envoy 
on human rights.

anti-nuclear bill 


MANILA, Jupc' 6, (UPI): The 
Senate passed an anti-nuclear 
MI today that USToftirials war- 
ned could lead to the dismantling 
of key US military basis in the 
Philippines. 

The bill, which passed by a 
vote of 19 to 3 with one absten- 
tion, bars the “development, 
manufacture, acquisition, test- 
ing, use, introduction, installa- 
tion or storage’’ or nuclear 
weapons and components. 

Provision 

The 200-member House of 
Representatives must also pass 
a bill implementing a provision 
in the new constitution banning 
nuclear weapons, making it 
unlikely such a law will be passed 
before Congress adjourns on 
Friday. 

Congress will go on a six-week 
recess and legislative sources 
doubted that an anti-nuclear law 
will be passed this year. President 
Corazon Aquino may veto it or 
send it back to Congress for 


Thatcher’s 
secret v 

LONDON, June 6, (AP): Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher 
today disclosed one of the secrets 
of her special relationship with 
US President Reagan — he 
makes her laugh. 

Thatcher made the disclosure 
during an hour-long interview by . 
four budding reporters, aged 
nine to 14, from the children’s 

newspaper Early Times at her 10 
Downing Street office. 

Jessica Patterson, from Belfast 
said afterwards that when asked 
what made her laugh, she said 
Ronald Reagan. She said be told 
her lots or ‘lovely, delightful’ 
stories. She said he had a really 
good sense of humour. 

Asked how she felt when peo- 
ple were rude about her. Jessica 
' said Thatcher replied that 
“sometimes she feels very upset, 
but she knows it’s not true and 
that makes her fee) better.” 

Luke Salkeld. 12, from 
Plymouth, said: “She was very 
pleasant. She spoke to us nicely

Probe setbacks: Iranian official 


NICOSIA, June 6, (Agencies): A 
senior Iranian official has called 
for a probe into Iran’s recent bat- 
tlefield defeats as Tehran’s new 
military commander promised to 
streamline the armed forces. 

In demanding the investiga- 
tion, senior parliamentarian 
Mehdi Karrubi was quoted by 
Tehran’s Jomhouri Eslami news- 
paper as saying anyone responsi- 
ble for Iran’s' reverses should be 
punished. 

The call at a- rally yesterday 
followed the June 2 appointment 
of Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsan- 
jani as acting commander of 
Iran’s armed forces. 

Attempt 

Political analysts said spiritual 
leader Ayatollah Khomeini 
named Rafsanjani to the post in a 
bad to turn the tide in the long- 
running conflict after two major 
Iraqi victories on the southern 
from since April. 

Rafsanjani, with, a brief to 
streamline the^ Army and 
Revolutionary 'Guards, has 
promised to make “significant 
changes”. 

He said in his first television 
interview since his appointment 
that he was discussing a central 
command headquarters. He 
predicted the effect of the chan- 
ges would be seen in three or four 
months, the official Iranian news 


agency IRNA reported. 

Karrubi, speaking at a rally to 
mark the anniversary of a 1963 
religious uprising, called on Raf- 
sanjani to order a detailed inves- 
tigation of recent events on the 
fronts. 

“We will not gloss over these 
developments ... if there have 
been shortcomings or 
negligence, anyone responsible 
must be punished so that such 
events are not repeated,” he was 
quoted as saying. 

Karrubi, who also heads the 
martyrs* foundation which cares 
for families of soldiers killed in 
the war, did Dot indicate who or 
which branch of the armed forces 
were to blame. 

In a surprise attack in mid- 
April, elite Iraqi troops drove 
Iranian forces out of the strategic - 
Faw peninsula they had 
occupied since February 1986. 

Tire Iraqis attacked in themar- 
shlands east of the southern Iraqi 
port of Basra on May 25 and 
pushed the Iranians back across 
the border after a nine-hour bat- 
tle. 

. Rafsanjani, who has been 
speaker of Parliament for eight 
years, said on television Iran 
needed a unified command with 
one person in charge. But he 
ruled out an early merger of the 
Army and Revolutionary 
Guards. 


The appointment of Rafsan- 
jani as acting commander of 
armed forces may further signal 
the declining health of the elderly 
Khomeini, US officials said in 
Washington. 

A senior US State Department 
official said of the change, “(it) 
may mean that Khomeini is in 
poorer health and can do less in 
co-ordinating war policy”, than 
previously. 

The source also said: “It cer- 
tainly signals that Rafsanjani has 
further consolidated his position 
and increased his power.” 

China, meanwhile, denied a 
published report it was using 
North Korea as a conduit for 
shipping its Silkworm missiles to 
Iran, the Xinhua news agency 
said. 

“Long ago China took strict 
measures to stop Silkworm mis- 
siles from entering Iran via the 
international market,” a Chinese 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said in Beijing. 

The denial was sparked by a 
Washington Times report in 
which a high-ranking US official 
said China sent a ship of Silk- 
worm anti-ship missiles to Iran in 
May through its North Korean 
ally. 

The Baghdad talks took place 
between Saddam and a team led 
by Politburo member Li Chi 
Min. 


Zia made a blunder: Benazir 


PPP will win if polls are fair 


ISLAMABAD, June 6, (Reu- 
ter): Pakistani opposition leader 
Benazir Bhutto said today that 
President Zia-ul-Haq had made 
a political error in. promising 
elections her party could win.- * : 

“If they are free, fair, impartial 
and party-based elections: we 
have the opportunity to translate 
oiir popularity into a majority in 
Parliament” she said in an. 

interview. 

Strategy 

A government controlled by 
her Pakistan People's Party 
(PPP) would decentralise the 
economic management of the 
nation an&tould defuse the tense 
relationship with neighbouring 
India, she said. 

Benazir’s PPP has been work- 
ing hard on strategy since May 
29, .when General Zia surprised 
everyone, including his own 
Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo, by unilaterally 
sacking the government and dis- 


solving the National Assembly. 

In 1 977, 2iadeposed Benazir’s 
father Zuifikar Ali Bhutto who 
was later executed on contested 
murder charges- ; 

Benazir,, however, has emer- 
ged as a mature leader of her 
Father’s oW party, which com- 1 
mauds much popular support 
. ’ Benazir, aged 34, looking in 
contented good health, declined 
to confirm persistent reports that 
she i$ expecting a child. 

'll is a private matter. Under 
Islam there ‘are things which 
propriety forbids to be discus- 
sed,” she said. 

Factor • 

But when asked if a pregnancy 
would affect her ability to sustain 
a gruelling campaign in the scor- 
ching heat of a Pakistan summer 
. she replied: ”1 hope noL” 

Some -political analysis think 
her reported condition was a fac- 
tor in Zia's snap decision to hold 
new elections, on grounds it 


could keep his biggest opponent 
out of tbe ring. 

Zia promisnl ejections within 
90 days under tbe current con- 
stitution. but set no dale and did 
not say clearly whether they 
would be individual-based polls 
or whether political parties could 
contest 

Even if parties were allowed to 
run they could be forced to regi- 
ster under Zia’s election commis- 
sioner, seen by the opposition as 
biased. 

“If they are not party-based 
elections, we cannot translate 
our popularity into parliamen- 
tary strength,” said Benazir, who 
estimates that the PPP can com- 
mand 25 to 30 per cent of the 
popular vote simply on the stren- 
gth' of her party’s name. 

Zia could yet use his presiden- 
tial powers to refuse f r* l \t an 
election and carry on with the 
caretaker government he is now

Shultz rules out 
independent 
Palestinian state 


Benazir opportunity 


DAMASCUS. June 6. (Agen- 
cies): US Secretary of State 
George Shultz today dismissed 
the idea of setting up an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state as unwork- 
able. 

He was speaking to inter- 
national television networks and 
radio stations before meeting 
Syrian President Hafez A1 Assad 
to discuss Middle East peace 
efforts. 

Asked if the United States 
would agree to an independent 
Palestinian state. Shultz said: 
“Personally I think that is 
unworkable and 1 would not 
think that is necessary to provide 
a good political outlook.” 

Dangerous 

“It just does not make any 
sense to me to think there could 
be a workable state that was like 
a country on the West Bank and 
Gaza.” 

Shultz, paying his fourth visit 
to the Middle East to promote 
US proposals to end the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, held about four 
hours of talks with A1 Assad 
before returning to Cairo. 

On the future of the Palestin- 
ians, he told the broadcasters: “1 
think it’s much more workable to 
think of a grouping of people 
that has a relationship, a con- 
federation or an attachment, to 
another sta le or sta les. 

“That’s more workable. But 
that does not lessen the fact that 
you have more control over the 
conditions ir. which you live.” 

Pessimistic 

The situation in the Middle 
East was becoming increasingly 
dangerous, he said, adding: 
“There are very difficult 
jxroblems which don’t go away 
aujB we feel there-arc opportun- 
ities being missed.” 

Shultz, who earlier had talks 
with leaders in EgypL, Jordan 
and Israel on the US peace plan, 
has sounded increasingly pes- 
simistic about the success of his 
mission. 

His tour comes just before 


Arab leaders meet in Algiers 
tomorrow to discuss ways to sup- 
port the six-month Palestinian 
uprising in the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Before arriving in Syria, he 
admitted that there had been no 
breakthrough on the US 
initiative. 

“As far as any major shift in 
anybody's position (is concer- 
ned). I cannot report that.” 
Shultz told reporters in Tel Aviv 
yesterday after concluding his 
talks in Israel. 

Conference 

A1 Assad one of the Arab 
leaders most sceptical of the US 
plan, has reaffirmed that Syria 
wanted a Middle East settlement 
achieved through an inter- 
national conference with wide 
powers to influence the outcome. 

The Syrian leader also said the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) must participate in 
the conference. He added that 
Syria would continue to resist 
Israeli occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza and its annexa- 
tion of the Golan Heights which 
Israel seized from Syria in 1967, 

Suspicious 

The United States opposes 
direct contact with the PLO. par- 
tly because the group does not 
explicitly recognise Israel's right 
to exist, and also prefers direct 
Arab-lsraeli peace talks to an 
international conference man- 
dated to impose a regional set- 
tlement. 

In Israel. Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir is even further from 
the Syrian position. He is susp- 
icious of any international con- 
ference and has criticised the cen- 
tral element of the US plan - an 
exchange of some occupied 
Palestinian land for peace. 

The US plan calls for an inter- 
national conference to kick off 
talks between Israel and a joint 
Palestinian-Jordanian delega- 
tion on temporary Palestinian

Indian troop 
withdrawal 
from today 

COLOMBO, June 6, (AP): India 
will tomorrow begin to withdraw 
some of the tanks, artillery pieces 
and troops sen! to Sri Lanka over 
the past 10 months to enforce an 
Indian-brokered peace accord, 
Sri Lankan military officers said 
today. 

Also today, two suspected 
Tamil militants shot Father 
Chandra Fernando to death in 
the eastern port city of Bat- 
ticaloa. Father Pius Pathmaraja 
said. 

Fernando, a Roman Catholic 
priest, was president of the Bat- 
licaloa Citizens Committee, a 
volunteer group that tried to 
keep track of human rights 
abuses during the ethnic conflict. 

Batticaloa is 220 kilometres 
( 1 36 miles) east of Colombo. 

Ceremony 

The Sri Lankan officers, who 
briefed reporters on condition 
that they not be identified fur- 
ther. said the departing soldiers 
would be seen off at a military 
ceremony in the eastern port of 
Trincomalee. 

An official at the Indian high 
commission, who asked that his 
name not be used, said that at 
least 3,000 Indian soldiers would 
be pulled back. India has an 
estimated 50.000 troops in Sri 
Lanka. 

The men and machines, 
mainly Soviet-built T-72 tanks 
and 105mm and 1 20mm artillery 
guns, will be transported to 
southern India by sea. the 
officers said. 

India began sending its 
peacekeeping force to Sri Lanka 
last July 30. a day after Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
and Sri Lankan President Junius 
Jayewardene signed a peace 
accord aimed at ending a 
guerrilla war by Tamil rebels in 
the island's north and easl. 

Record broken 

LAREDO, Texas, June 6, (AP): 
British balloonist Per Lind- 
strand broke the world altitude 
'record for a hot-air balloon 
today, floating about 1 1 miles 
(18 km) above the earth's sur- 
face, his spokeswoman said. 


Saudis to buy 
helicopters 
from France 

PARIS, June 6, (Reuter): 
France, trying to boost flagging 
arms sales, has won a 2.7 billion 
franc ($465 million) contract to 
supply helicopters and fast 
patrol boats to Saudi Arabia, 
diplomatic sources said today. 

The sources said the contract 
was signed in Saudi Arabia yes- 
terday. 

It calls for the delivery of 1 2 
missile-equipped Super Puma 
helicopters, made by state- 
owned Aerospatiale, ana 20 fasi- 
patrol boats. The helicopters will 
be equipped with cannons and 
Exocet missiles. 

The sources said the patrol 
boats were high-speed launches 
powered by an outboard motor 
and armed with a machine gun. 

Similar boats manufactured in 
Sweden have been used by Iran’s 
Revolutionary Guards against 
shipping in the Gulf. 

An Aerospatiale spokesman 
declined to comment on the deal. 
No details were immediately 
available on the makers of the 
patrol boats. 

The French Defence Ministry 
recently created a new slate body 
to boost flagging arms exports, 
hit by financial crisis in many of 
France's traditional Third 
World customers. 

France won a 35 billion franc 
($6 billion) deal for an air defence 
system for Saudi Arabia in 1 984, 
but lost a major fighter contract 
there to the Anglo- West German 
Tornado.

Intensive negotiations under way in Beirut 


German hostage may be freed spon 


BEIRUT. June 6. (AP): Beirut 
newspapers said today that 
■‘energetic negotiations" were 
under way to release West Ger- 
man hostage Rudolf Cordes. 
One reported that 166 Iranians 
were missing in Lebanon's eas- 
tern sector. 

Several dailies quoted a 

privately-owned Muslim news 

agency, the Daily News, as say- 
ing the Bonn government was 
engaged in direct contacts with 
the kidnappers holding Cordes 
in Beirut. 

“These energetic negotiations 
might culminate in Cordes’ 
release within a few days in 
exchange for releasing Moham- 
med Ali and Abbas Hamadi.” 
the agency was quoted as saying. 

Newspapers said the agency 
cited “sources concerned with 
the hostages' affair in Lebanon" 
for its report, but gave no details. 

The agency is known to have 
dose links with moderate Shiite 
Muslim clerics in Lebanon, 
including Sheikh Mohammed 
Mehdi Shamsheddin. head of 
Lebanon’s Supreme Shiite 
Council, and Sheikh Abdul- 
Amir Kabalan. the sect's senior 


religjousjudge. 

There have been several 
reports in Lebanese and German 
newspapers over lasteix Months 
predicting Cordes, 53, would 
soon be released. 

Condition 

Cordes, a businessman, was 
kidnapped on Jan 17 last year. A 
group calling itself Holy 
Warriors for Freedom claimed 
on June S that it had abducted 
him and said it would release him 
if the Hamadi brothers were 
freed. 

Mohammed Ali Hamadi, 23. 
was scheduled to go on trial on 
July 5 in Frankfurt on charges of 
air piracy and murder in the June 
19S5hijackingofa TWA jetliner. . 

The Shiite Muslim hijackers 
held 39 Americans captive for 1 7 
days and killed US Navy diver 
Robert Stethem. 

Abbas Hamadi, 29, isservinga 
13-year prison term in Duessel- 
doif for involvement in kidnap- 
ping Cordes and another West 
German, Alfred Schmidt. 

Schmidt, 48, a Siemens com- 
pany engineer, was snatched in 
West Beirut on Jan 20 last year 
and freed as a goodwill gesture 


by the Holy Warriors for 
Freedom on Sept 7. 

The group is believed to be 
headed by AWul-Hadi Hamadi. 
31, chief of security for the Iran- 
ian-backed. Shiite fundamental- 
ist Hezbollah. 

Americans 

Hezbohllab also is believed to- 
be an umbrella for ■various' 
extremist factions holding most 
of the 18 foreign kidnap victims 
currently missing in Lebanon. 
They include nine Americans. 

Beirut's leftist As SalTr news- 
paper said an estimated 166 Iran- 
ians have been missing since 
crossing Beirut's dividing Green 
Line from the Muslim sector to 
the Christian zone 26 days ago.

No evidence of war crimes 


Waldheim cleared in TV trial 


VI EN N A, J une 6, ( Reuter): Aus- 
trian President Kurt Waldheim 
today welcomed a mock telev- 
ision trial ruling that he was 
unlikely to have committed Nazi 
war crimes and said he hoped the 
finding would bring the con- 
troversy to a close. 

Speaking to the Austrian press 
agency during a current visit to 
Saudi Arabia, Waldheim said the 
judgement of the television 
inquiry, broadcast in Britain last 
night, was proof thaL accusations 


against him were “slanders with 
no basis of evidence." 

In the programme, five retired 
judges from various countries 
issued a verdict based on 170 
hours of evidence from 35 wit- 
nesses including several soldiers 
who had served with Waldheim 
in Hitler's Army in the Balkans. 

Tbe programme was produced 
by Britain's commercial Thames 
Television and the US-Cable 
Network home box office. 

Waldheim, a former United 
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Nations Secretary-General, said 
the ruling confirmed what he had 

been saying for three years — 
“that the allegations against me 
were slanders with no basis of 
evidence,” 

“I hope this will finally bring 
some peace,” he said. 

Waldheim said he believed Lhe 
programme's findings would 
have a calming effect in Austria 
and. “more important, I believe 
it will make an impression on 
those Western countries who are 
reserved and hesitant towards 


me. 


Waldheim has been largely 
shunned by Western leaders 
since he was elected two years 
ago amid allegations that he was 
involved in war crimes while 
serving in the Balkans. 

Waldheim was quoted as say- 
ing he assumed the “trial” find- 
ing would be noted in Lhe United 
States, which last year put the 
Austrian leader on a “watch list” 
virtually barring him from enter- 
mg the country. 

1 ■ ln'Vieima,' a spokesman for 
• the President dismissed the trial; 
: as having “nothing. in common 
with a legal ‘process/’ but wet-" 
corned the findings. 

Spokesman Ralph Scheide 
said the judges had dearly not 
allowed themselves to be influen- 
ced by the media “and avoided 
the mistake of basing allegations 
on the physical proximity of 
Waldheim (to war crimes).” 

“The judges drew a dear dis- 
tinction between the terrible 
events in the Balkans and the 
lowly, rank of Waldheim,” 
Scheide said in a statement

Alligator 
kills a girl 
in Florida 


ENGLEWOOD, Florida, June

ISLAMABAD, June 6, (AP): 
Heavy fighting continues in 
Afghanistan's northeastern 
province, and up to 100 Soviet 
soldiers were reported killed in a 
clash with guerrillas, a news 
agency said today. 

BaghJand City, the provincial 
capital of Baghland, has been 
under siege for weeks. Muja- 
hedeen insurgents have captured 
the governor. Gulbaddin Hek- 
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matyar, current chairman of the 
seven-party guerrilla alliance, 
said the northern city's collapse 
would be a coup for his fighters. 

Agency Afghan Press, a 
privately operated Pakistani 
news service, claimed more than 
100 Soviets and 15 mujahedeen 
rebels were killed in a battle on a 
strategic roadway when the 
insurgents repulsed an attack on 
their headquarters near the city 
on May 27. There was no 
independent coofLnnation of the 
report. 

Departing Soviet troops travel 
tbe strategic SaJang highway, the 
only road out of Afghanistan's 
capital city of Kabul north to the 
Soviet Union. A northern city 
would give the mujahedeen a 
stronghold should speculation 
prove true that Afghan President 
Najibullah is eyeing the north as 
a possible refuge if Kabul is 


overrun. 


Soviet troops, which entered 
Afghanistan in 1 979, began pull- 
ing out on May 15.

a high degree of protection of 
human rights for citizens and 
residents of Kuwait alike. 

“’Our country provides social 
economic and cultural services 
that ensure a decent life for all its 
citizens. 

“Our workers have their own 
unions that receive help and sup- 
port from the state. 

“The citizens and the workers 
receive equal salaries for equal 
work. Women in our country' 
enjoy the right to work and social 
equality", the Social Affairs and 
Labour minister continued. 

He ended his discourse by say- 
ing that after his revie w ofhuman 
rights problems, he wanted to 
assure the conference of 
Kuwait’s compassion for its 
brothers in the Third World and 
its determination to Work earnes- 
tly to help them in their develop- 
ment and difficulties.

day war against the Israelis. 

Al Watan newspaper in a front-page comment called on Arab 
leaders convening in Algiers today to better their support of the 
uprising, on the threshold of its seventh month, to become political 
rather than diplomatic or informational. 

The paper said thatthe uprising has ended anytalkof Palestinian 
representation outside the Palestine Liberation Organisation, a fact 
that must be respected and not dodged when discussing the 
Palestinian cause. 

"With this and onlythis; we can say that we (as Arabs) have given 
the glorious uprising some of its right and that we are faithful to the 
blood of the upheaval's martyrs, its wounded and those detained in 
the occupation prisons and camps and to thousands of fighters 
who are still, just like six months ago, armed with stones and the 
ever-living hope." 

Al Ral Al Aam said, in a comment, that the Palestinian uprising 
has somewhat erased the bitter memory of lhe 1967 relapse, 
which raised the Star of Israel and put the Arab world on the 
sidelines. 

Clear stand toward uprising 

A WEEKLY magazine expressed hope that the Arab summit, due to 
convene In Algiers today, would assume a clear position toward the 
six-month-old Palestinian uprising which must surpass the 
previous "supporting" stances. 

Al Mujtama said in its editorial to be published today 'Nve accept 
support and condoling remarks from friendly states, but will not 
accept from oil Arab countries except full support of the uprising of 
the Muslim Palestinian people."

Iran’s request for diplomatic representation 

Saudis delay reply until after haj 
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RIYADH, June 6, (Reuter): Iran 
is being made to wait until after 
the annual Muslim pilgrimage to 
find out wheiher Turkey can 
represent its interests in Sau£fi 
Arabia, diplomatic sources said 
today. 

The sources said Riyadh had 
not approached any country 
about representing Saudi 
Arabia's interests in Iran. 
Riyadh broke diplomatic rela- 
lions with Tehran in April, 
accusing the Iraniars of “enemy- 
like stands." 

Smuggling 

With no diplomatic represen- 
tation between the two countries 
. i t remains unclear how the 45.000 
Iranian pilgrims, Riyadh says it 
will allow on next month's haj 
(pilgrimage), will obtain visas to 


enter the kingdom. 

Riyadh blamed Iran for riots 
during last year’s pilgrimage to 
Makkah in which more than 400 
j^copledied — most of them Iran- 
ians. It accused Iran of smug- 
gling explosives to disrupt last 
year’s ceremony. 

Tehran said the Makkha da- 
shes were provoked by Saudi 
security forces who fired on 
peaceful demonstrators. 

Diplomatic sources said today 
that the Saudi Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs had told the 
Turkish government that no 
decision would be made on 
representing Tehran’s interests 
until after the July pilgrimage. 

Saudi officials, who consider 
the haj a purely religious exer- 
cise, have repeatedly warned 
Iran that they would not be all- 


owed any demonstrations at this 
year’s haj. 

Citing accommodation 
problems, they introduced a 
quota system which limited Iran 
to sending 45,000 pilgrims to 
Makkah. 

Iran’s spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini said in 
April that Iran would send 
150,000 people, the same number 
as last year. 

Thepflgrimage, be said, would 
not be complete without demon- 
strations against “arrogant 
powers”. 

In Amman, an Arab diplomat 
said Saudi Arabia was trying to

The. survey further 
that sma l l importers went out of 
business during the market’s 
stagnation. However, well man- 
aged and better organised com- 
panies improved their sales after 
the recovery of the market It 
added, that most customers 
prefer low priced goods and tend 
to overlook quality. 

Maintenance 

A group of importers held the 
belief that tbe office furniture 
market had a brighter future 
than -office equipments. 
However, they added, the mam , 
tenance clause caused a lot of 
competition among furnishing 
companies. Customers, usually, 
look for maintenance guarantees 


and most tenders have this as 
mandatory. 

Nafith Al Khafj. a typewriter 
agent, said customers could be 
divided into three groups, the 
first represented by ministries 
and government establishments 
where demand is highest for elec- 
tric typewriters, the second, 
national share-holding compan- 
ies, and the third, the private sec- 
tor which is restricted by budgets 
and financial capabilities. He 
added, there are 16 local typ- 
ewriter agents and prices range 
between KD200 to KD500 
depending on the trade mark. He 
said “after-sales-service” was an 
essential element in securing 
business. He estimated that 40 to 
50 per cent of profits accrued 
from spare, parts and mainten- 
ance contracts and consequently 
it was important that agents 
maintain technical facilities 
under the supervision of profes- 
sionals.

Give PLO a 


free hand 


THE extraordinary Arab summit due to start in Algiers 
today, will focus on the Palestinian uprising and develop- 
ing ways and means towards its support. Those following 
the events of the uprising would undoubtedly notice its 
main theme — make Israel realise the Palestinian people 
are not dead and still veiy much alive to the cause. 

If time has elapsed, this has only increased their deter- 
mination to continue to work towards achieving their 
own independent state. For this to come about, the 
Palestinians must have a representative to negotiate on 
their behalf. 


In 1 948. when Palestine was occupied and Israel establ- 
ished, the Arab world deceived the Palestinian people by 
asking them to sit in their tents till the Arabs restored 
Palestine instead of immediately assisting the Palestin- 
ians to liberate their own land. After 40 years of waiting 
for the Arabs to awake from their slumber, the Palestin- 
ians have decided to make it on their own. 


Today, we should not repeat the catastrophe of 1948. 
The Palestinians do have a recognised organisation — 
the PLO. If this organisation requires an Arab national 
cover or support, the Arabs should affirm this at the 
summit and provide the PLO with a free hand to select the 
methodology for restoring their legitimate rights: includ- 
ing if they deem fit, accepting the UN Security Council 
resolution 242 which is the main obstacle between the 
PLO and the USA and the only pretext Israel uses to 
delay granting Palestinians their inalienable rights. 

The US and Israel query why the PLO does not 
recognise the UN Security Council resolution 242. We 
say — let the PLO recognise this resolution if this would 
lead to holding an international peace conference and 
consequently the restoration of Palestinian rights. 

Israel, on the other hand, is reluctant to accede to the 
restoration of full Palestinian rights knowing fully well 
that it is backed by the big powers and will insist on 
remaining in occupied Palestine on one pretext or 
another — until God wills it to depart.

Leaders to back Palestinian uprising

ALGIERS, Algeria, (AP): The 
leaders of all Arab nations except 
Egypt meet here today to express 
their joint support for the Pales- • 
tinian uprising in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

It is the first time the nations 
have jointly taken such an action. 

The uprising is the only item 
formally on the agenda of the 
three-day summit that opens 
today under the chairmanship of 
Algerian President Chadli Ben- 
djed id. But Algerian officials and 
Arab, diplomats said several 
other key problems confronting 
the nations will be discussed on 
the sidelines.

Sources added, however, that the 
change was not likely to be 
approved at the upcoming meet- 
ing. 

The official Algerian News 
Agency said the Algiers s ummi t 
would mark a “historic turning 
point" in the Middle East con- 
flict because of a new spirit of 
Arab solidarity and the recent 
rapprochement of several long- 
standing “brother enemies" in 


the Arab ranks. 

Among the recent strengthen- 
ing of ties is the restoration of 
diplomatic and “fraternal” links 
between Algeria and Morocco 
after a bitter 12-year confronta- 
tion overthe Western Sahara, the 
restoration of diplomatic ties 
between Libya and Tunisia after 
a two-year break, the reconcilia- 
tion of North and South Yemen 
and the virtual reconciliation of 
Syria with Yasser Arafat, chair-

On a tour of the Gulf states last 
week, Arafat stressed that he 
expected the Arab leaders to 
agree on a substantial increase in 
their finan cial, material, political 
and moral support to what he 
calls “the stone-throwing revolu- 
tion” in the occupied territories. 

Arafat is participating in the 
summit as a full-ranking chief of 
state. 

Speaking in Abu Dhabi, 
Arafat denied the uprising had 
subsided. 

The summit was not expected 
to express any optimism about 
Shultz’s new peace mission. The 
Algerian News Agency, undoub- 


tedly expressing the views ofBen- 
djedid, said the shuttle was 
“doomed to failure." Arafat, 
Libya's Moammar Khaddafi 
and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad all scorned the mission. 

A summit endorsement of the 
Soviet version of an inter- 
national peace conference — 
with full PLO participation — 
was expected in the wake of a 
personal message to Bendjedid 
from Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Mini- 
ster Yuri Vorontsov brought the 
message on Saturday with an 
account of the Moscow summit 
meeting last week between Gor- 
bachev and US President Ronald 
Reagan. 


Meeting 


Vorontsov told Algerian 
reporters that the Soviet leader 
reiterated to Reagan “the need to 
put an end to the Israeli presence 
in the occupied territories.” 

At the Moscow summit, Gor- 
bachev and Reagan both 
advocated a Middle East peace 
conference, but disagreed shar- 
ply over whether the PLO should 
have a role in it. 

During or immediately after 


the summit, the leaders of the five 
Arab North African nations 
were due to hold a separate meet- 
ing to consolidate their recent 
reconciliation. The group cons- 
ists of Algeria. Morocco. Tun- 
isia. Mauritania and Libya. Its 
creation will mark Khaddafi's . ** 
gradual return to international 
credibility. 

Morocco’s King Hassan II. 
who has not set fool in Algeria 
since the start of the Sahara con- 
flict in 1975, is planning a spec- 
tacular return to Algiers. The 
King is expected in Algiers har- 
bour in a chartered luxury liner 
with a retinue of 500 persons. 

Hundreds of workers have 
been busy for several days clean- 
ing up and repainting the har- 
bour area where Bendjedid will 
formally welcome the Moroccan 
monarch. 

The Sahara dispute — aroused 
by Algerian support for the Pol- 
isario Independence Movement 
in the Moroccan-annexed Wes- 
tern Sahara — remains 
unresolved. But Arab diplomats 
said the Algerian-Moroccanift 
reconciliation and the forthcom- 
ing summit have combined to 
“relegate it to the back of the 
stage.”

Noriega’s trouble 
shaking Panama

PANAMA CITY, (Reuter): A 
year ago yesterday a retired Pan- 
amanian colonel publicly 
accused military leader General 
Manuel Antonio Noriega of 
drug trafficking* corruption and 
political murder. 

Most Panamanians had 
already heard rumours of those 
charges, but their airing by 
Colonel Roberto Diaz Herrera, 
Noriega's former second in com- 
mand, sparked a year of 
upheaval in this small but 
strategic nation and profoundly 
shook an important US ally. 

"1 don’t think anyone really 
believed the protests or the anti- 
Noriega movement sparked by 
the charges would last.” said one 
diplomat. 

“1 remember thinking, *1 won- 
der if they'll continue through 
the weekend'.” 

But protests grew and the 
United Stales joined the calls for 
Noriega, a former ally, to step 
down, increasing pressure with 
economic and political sanctions 
os the year went on. 

Failed 

The moves have failed in their 
goal of ousting Noriega, who is 
stronger and more confident 
than ever. 

But they have succeeded in 
wrecking Panama's economy, 
dividing" and discouraging its 
already weak and passive 
opposition, and leaving US 
policy here in embarrassing dis- 
array. 

Panama was a prosperous 
international financial cenire 
and close US ally as home Lo 
some 12.000 American troops 
based here and the US-operated 
Panama Canal. 

After a year of political unrest 
i t is a coumry with an economy in 
min. society polarised, press and 
political freedoms restricted and 
two competing presidents. One, 


Eric Arturo Delavalle, is in hid- 
ing. The other, Manuel Solis 
Palma, is not recognised by 
Washington. 

Colonel Diaz Herrera is now 
in exile in Venezuela, virtually 
forgotten here, but the crisis he 
unleashed is going strong. 

Leaving 

The Panamanian middle class 
has been leaving the country and 
dropping out of the battle, 
expressing resignation with a sys- 
tem of military control over the 
civilian government they say 
they canno i change. 

But Noriega supporters say 
the crisis has a silver lining for 
Panama, too long dependent on 
the United States. 

Noriega tells rallies Panaman- 
ians are “no longer afraid of the 
colossus to the north,” and have 
learned ihey can survive without 
the patronage of Washington.

Dukakis lacks charisma, 
but eager to decide

WASHINGTON, (Reuter): If 
Michael Dukakis makes it to the 
White House, the United States 
will have a leader described by 
associatesas a decisive, well-read 
manager who regards govern- 
ment as a vehicle for problem 
solving. 

The Massachusetts governor 
could move one step closer to his 
presidential goal today when he 
might clinch in the final four 
primaries the necessary 2,081 
delegates to win the nomination 
as the Democratic candidate. 

Polls say he will decisively 
defeat his lone, remaining 
challenger, black civil rights 
leader Jesse Jackson, in the 
California, New Jersey, Mon- 
tana and New Mexico primaries.

cribe him as studious, an avid 
reader with intense interest in the 
ideas of others.

He wins praise from friends 
and foes alike for the discipline to 
sew up his party's presidential 
nomination without adopting 
the ultra-liberal rhetoric that has 
haunted recent Democratic 


nominees. 

“He resisted the impulse to 
throw red meat to the 
Democratic left,” says 
Republican strategist John 
Buckley. “He was circumspect in 
his rhetoric and that will help in 
the general election.” 

A fitness enthusiast, who has 
frequently run in the Boston 
marathon, Dukakis’ political 
style is often compared to the 
slow and steady pace of a long 
distance runner. 

And aides say he avidly enjoys 
the nuts and bolt details of 
policy-making. 

Unlike Reagan, who seeks to 
avoid conflict and prefers short 
position papers with decision 
options from which he chooses, 
Dukakis savours internal debate. 

"When we have briefing ses- 
sions, we sometimes try to stage . 
arguments for him by having 
somebody there to pick a fight 
with him or by having two people 
fight with each other so he can 
witness agreement or dis- 
agreement between opposing 
points of view.” says chief issues 
director Christopher Edley. 

. He is widely viewed as a 
cerebral, well-informed 
executive with an openness to 
innovative policies.

BOSTON: There he stands, a 
tail, regal figure, with one 
plumpisn leg slightly forward, 
holding what looks like a 
“heavy hands" weight, and 
apparently oblivious to the 
chip out of his nose. King Tut 
was a stripling compared with 
this guy. 

This is the Colossus of 
Rameses H, the great Egyp- 
tian leader, and he's had quite a 
journey getting to die Museum 
of Science in Boston for the 
opening of the exhibit. (The 
exhibit runs through Aug 30). 
He lay on his side for 3,000 
years, in mud. But in the last 
few years, newly spirred up, 
he's been seen m Memphis, 
Tenn., and Denver by record- 
breaking crowds, some of 
which have been assigned a 
specific time by a computer to 
view him. 

Now, nearing the end of his 
tour, this giant statue has his 
own temple to dwell in. 

A little background on our 
hero. Rameses ruled an area 
as far south as modern Sudan 
to northern Syria from 1279 to 
1213 BC. He was a fierce 
warrior and Egypt's last great 
pharaoh. Some scholars think 
he is the pharaoh of the biblical 
Exodus, he had 100 wives 
(including one of his daught- ■ 
ers) and sired about 90 chil- 
dren. Called the greatest, buil- 
der of his time, he erected mon- 
uments, temples, and statues 
during his 66-year reign. This 
25-foot-tall statue, called the 
Colossus of Memphis, was 
carved from granite. 

The Colossus was found in 
1962 by workmen in Memphis, 
Egypt, who were digging a 
foundation for a restaurant 
But lack of funds prevented 
restoration until 1983, when

and the Egyptian Antiquities 
Organisation, with funding 
■from the Coca-Cola Bottling 
Company, joined in a 
cooperative venture to restore 
the massive statue for exhibi- 
tion in the United States. 

The Colossus was not in 
great shape when it was found. 
So 30 conservators worked 16 
hours a day for eight months 
filling in missing parts with 
powdered granite, poured con- 
crete, and steel rods. Steel pins 
were added for stability and 
strength. Then they disassem- 
bled the statue into three parts 
for easier moving, which were 
packed into, three padded 
crates and placed in a steel case 
to cross the Atlantic. Since 
1987, the Colossus has been on 
the road. 

Throughout Rameses' visit 
to North America, he has 
received careful treatment, 
traveling in the middle of the 
night in a convoy of flatbed 
trucks and unmarked cars. 
Security is tight: Egyptian 
government officials accom- 
pany the exhibit. Lloyd's of 
London insured it . for a top- 
seerpt . sum. Boston , brought 


out a SWAT team and bomb 
dogs for the first day of the 
installation.

“We came within inches of 
not being able to show it,” says 
Rita Freed, director of the Ins- 
titute of Egyptian Art and 
Archaeology at Memphis State 
University and curator of the 
exhibition. In Boston, the 
Museum of Science had to 
build a separate temple with its 
own concrete foundation 
because the museum, built on 
landfill, couldn't support the 
weight. The three sections of 
the Colossus were hoisted from 
their flatbed trucks high into 
the air by a telescopic, 
hydraulic crane, then lowered 
through an opening in the root 
of the temple. 

An eager cluster of museum 
employees, workmen, and 
reporters waited for two days 
for the uncrating and assem- 
bling to be completed. Rain 
drowned out any action the 
first day. Early the next day, 
the crane lifted the heaviest 
section, the base of the statue 
and the feet Then came the 
midsection, which had to be 
lifted a bit, turned into posi- 
tion, then installed precisely on 
top of the first pieoe. 

Finally, as the last and tallest 
section soared over a now- 
clear Boston sky and as slowly 
inched into place, the crowd 
broke into applause. It was an 
astonishing feat of technology. 

“This is state-of-the-art 
equipment, but it uses the same 
principles of applied physics 
that the Egyptians used: levers, 
weights and pulleys, fulcrums,

“This exhibit is not only 
about the King," says Dr 
Freed. “It sheds light on daily 
life, international affairs, 
administration, religion, and 
includes some of the finest art 
ever produced at the time.”

treasures, the museum is also 
providing educational aids: a 
mummy doll that can be taken 
apart; a play called “Grotto of 
Purity,” spun from the scant 
knowledge about the private 
lives of Ramesses and bis 
family; and a recorded audio 
tour for children, narrarated 
by Shari Lewis.

PARIS, (Reuter): Vincent Van 
Gogh lived in Paris for just two 
years, but an exhibition of the 
work he did here shows the 
period was a vital launching 
pad that turned a gloomy 
Dutch painter into an 
unrivalled master of colour and 
light. 

From 1886.10 1888, Van 
Gogh sat at the feet of the 
French masters, soaking up 
their style on the boulevards of 
Bohemian Paris before leaving 
for the south ofFrance. 

There his genius flowered, 
but his mental state became 
increasingly troubled. 

Van Gogh killed himself less 
than two years later, but 
produced the best works of his 
career from the southern 
French town of Arles. These 
works, which he could not give 
away at the time, today fetch 
world record prices. 

His genius has been endlessly 
analysed, but the exhibition. 
Van Gogh in Paris, shows 
clearly how the Dutchman 
selected the best of several 
schools of art to develop a 
unique style. 

The show, in a basement of 
the massive Musee D'Orsay, 
has been one of the most 
popular in Paris for many 
years, and lengthy queues form 
everyday. 

The exhibi tion, conceived by 
Toronto University Professor 
Bogomila Welsh-Ovcharov, 
reveals the metamorphosis of 
Van Gogh's work from dark 
pictures of Dutch peasant life, 
to paintings which have 
become the most soughtafferin 
the world. 

It juxtaposes Van Gogh's 
work with that of his contem- 
poraries, showing how the 
young artist exploited the dyn- 
amic artistic scene in Paris. 

At the time, impressionism 
had been accepted by the art 
establishment, novelists like 
Emile Zola were in full swing 
and Paris was the most fashion- 
able city in the world. 

Renoir, Monet, Manet. 
Degas were the talk of the town, 
although Van Gogh always 
stayed ozvfrje fringes of the Parr 


isian art world. Even the mas- 
ters failed to appreciate the 
budding talem in their midst. 

Van Gogh arrived in Paris in 
March 1886 and his first work 
was a sombre self-portrait 
owing more to his compatriot 
Rembrandt than to the airy 
style of the impressionists. - 

He painted 25 self portraits 
during his two years in Paris, 
their styles ranging enor- 
mously, but the exhibition 
catalogue indicates that 
poverty — bang unable to pay 
models — rather than any psy- 
chological obession with his 
own character was behind the 
interest in self portraits.. • 
Contact 

The summer of 1886 brought 
Van Gogh into the fresh air and 
into contact with artists like 
Camille Pissarro with whom he 
painted scenes of Paris suburbs 
like Montmartre and Ciichy. 

The young artist was alive to 
influences. The exhibition 
shows numerous examples 
where he copied the style of 
artists like Claude Monet and 
Pissarro. 

One wall shows five paint- 
ings of factory chimneys in 
Paris where his work bears a 
startling resemblance to those 
hanging alongside by Pissarro 
and post-impressionist Geor- 
ges Seurat. ■ 

His style changes gradually: 


he introduced the broad brush 
strokes used by the impression- 
ists and started learning to use 
colours to capture the fleeting 
impression or natural light that 
gave the school its name. 

Two similar views of Paris 
from his Montmartre apart- 
ment show the speed with 
which Van Gogh assimilated 
what he considered the best of 
the impressionists' style and 
moved on to experiment with 
neo-impressionism. 

One is a straightforward 
view using monochrome blue, 
while the second dabbles with 
the scientific 'dotting' style of 

g ointillism made famous by 
eurai. 

Van Gogh learned to add the 
broad brush strokes of impres- 
sionism and the pointed neo- 
impressionistic style to the real- 
istic style he learned 
assiduously at home in the 
Netherlands. 

Another influence in Paris 
was the painter's fortunate 
clash with Japanese art. when 
his art-dealer brother Theo 
introduced him to Japanese tis- 
sue paper designs. 

Among Van Gogh's biggest 
fans today are the Japanese, 
who see touches of home in 
works like ‘Irises’ and 'Sunfl- 
owers,' which have both sold 
for world record prices in the ; 
past year. 1

‘DYSPEPSIA’ MEANS 
‘BAD DIGESTION* 


QUESTION: Medical terms always worry 
me, for they seem lo be picked just lo keep 
the patient in the dark. I think "dyspepsia” 
may be just such a term. What does the word 
“dyspepsia” really mean? Is it a condition 
that can be helped, and if so wbal is the' 
treatment? 

ANSWER: It may be confusing but it's 
not meant to hide anything from you. The 
term “dyspepsia" means “bad digestion.” 
By definition, it relates to food or drink and 
their digestion, but digestion difiic ul ties can 
be a symptom of more complex problems. 
Dyspepsia is a problem that plagues all of us 
from time lo time, and some suffer it more 
often and more severely than the rest. Ifitisa 
constant problem that causes you severe 
discomfort, it needs attention. 

But you and yourphysician are faced with 
a puzzling scenario when you have dyspep- 
sia. The problem is so common, yet has so 
many variations. that it is hard to evaluate. 
Digestive discomfort can mean nothing 
more than overindulgence, or it can be the 
warning sign of ulcers, heart attack or gall 
bladder disease. 

In light of the complex problems that can 
hide behind the upset stomach, your role as 


patient and chief observer of the problem 
becomes really important. Know as much 
about your complaint as you can, so that 
you can help your doctor decide which 
investigative avenue lo take. Total evalua- 
tion of all the possible causes of dyspepsia is 

expensive, uncomfortable and. unnecessary, ' 
ifthe two ofyou work together to investigate 
the most likely causes first. Despite the best 
efforts of you and yourphysician, the cause 
of your dyspepsia may never be found. In 
this case, your doctor probably will recom- 
mend that you avoid the foods that cause 
your problems and treat the symptoms with 
an antacid or acid antagonist like 
dmetidine. 


Exactly where is it? Are there tender spots or 
is the pain vague and diffuse? Do yon notice 
other symptoms that seem unrelated to your 
digestion? Have you had any weight gain or 
loss? Have you noticed any change in your 
bowel habits? Are your eating patterns 
changed? What emotions are you experienc- 
ing when you have digestive problems? Is 
there a family history of ulcers, gall bladder 
disease or other problems? What medicines 


are you taking? Do you drink alcohol or 
smoke? 


Dyspepsia has been blamed for every- 
thing from bad marriages to decline of entire 
empires. Its sufferers support an entire 
industry of antacid manufacturers, and the 
only problem that keeps people away from 
work more often is the common cold. If you 
haven't suffered a bout of dyspepsia yet, you 
probably will someday. And though it may 
be unpleasant, it most likely will not be 
dangerous. However, the important thing to 
remember is that you should keep track of 


To help your doctor evaluate your 
problem, ask yourself the following ques- 
tions. Keep a simple diary for awhile, so you 
can identify patterns of symptoms. Are your 
symptoms related to eating? Do the symp- 
toms occur during eating, after eating, or 
before eating? Do certain foods trigger dif- 
ferent symptoms? Exactly what are your 
■symptoms? Are you nauseated; does the 
nausea progress to vomiting? 4 there vomit- 
ing without nausea? Do you have pain?

Refined techniques, advan- 
ced technology, more afforda- 
ble prices, a growing active 
aging population and unaba- 
shed concern with image are 
pushing the once ostracised 
field toward the forefront of the 
medical profession. 

In only two years, the num- 
ber of Americans who were 
snipped, suctioned and stret- 
ched to beautify their 
appearance skyrocketed by 
more than 100,000: from 
477,700 in 1984 to 590,550 in 

1986. according to a survey of 
the American Society of Plastic 
and Reconstructive Surgeons. 

Once the province of wealthy 
societies and aging screen stars, 
aesthetic plastic surgery — as it 
is officially termed by the 
profession — now also attracts 
middle-aged homemakers and 
middle-class office workers, 
man in their 30s and 40s. 

The number of men seeking 
cosmetic surgery increased 35 
per cent between 1985 and 

1987, with professional image 
and job marketability cited as a 
main reason for smoothing 

I creases or trimming jowls. 

Last year, some 200,000

BOSTON, (UPI* Many 
women who have- had two 
Caesarean sections can give 
birth to their next child without 
the surgery, a researcher said 
recently. 

“The policy of twice a 
Caesarean always a Caesarean- 
ought to be abandoned," Jef- 
frey P. Phelan of the University 
of Southern California School 
ofMedidne in Los Angeles told 
a meeting of the American 
College of Obstetricians and 
Gynaecologists. 

In the largest study of its 
kind, Phelan compared two 
groups of about 500 women 
each who had had two previous 
Caesareans and athef under- 
wen t another caesarean or wen L 
through labour to deliver 
vaginally. 

He found that about-70 pet 


cent of the women who were 
given the option of labour were 
able to give birth that way with- 

. out causing any additional 
complications to the mother or 
-child. 

. Caesarean sections involve 
surgic ally removing the baby 
from the womb through an 
mdsion in the abdomen 
of delivering the child through 
the natural birth canal The 
procedure is done when 
problems occur during child- 
birth, but subject women to a 
variety of possible complica- 
tions. 

Despite numerous studies 
that have created an increasing 
awareness that women who 
have had at least one previous

INDIA is in the midst of an econ- 
omic upsurge, largely due to the 
government’s increasing liberal- 
isation, and the time is ripe for 
investment, said D. Basu, man- 
aging director of State Rank of 
India Capital Markets Ltd (SBI 
Cap). 

Addressing a seminar on SBI 
Cap, which is a subsidiary of 
State Bank of India, he painted a 
rosy picture of the Indian econ- 
omy saying 'it is in “robust 
health.” 

-A five-man SBI Cap t eam, led 
by Basu, is in Kuwait to promote 
investment opportunities, par- 
ticularly in the industrial sector. 

Sales blitz 

The sales blitz is part of SBI’s 
attempt to push industrial tech- 
nology and promote exports. 
SBI, at present, accounts for over 
20 per cent of all commercial 
bank branches in India. 

SBI believes that technology is 
becoming important for the 
survival of companies. While 
bigger industrial units know 
their needs, the medium and 
small scale clients need help to 
identify the right technology. 

“We are offering one-stop 
service to Non-Resident Indians 
(NRIs),” asserts Basu. The idea 
is to provide “project counsell- 
ing" right from the start, includ- 
ing surveys, finding partners/ 
promoters and financing. They 


will help in selecting technical 
consultants, assist in overcoming, 
bureaucratic hurdles; prepare 
working packages; and generally 
provide the back-up service that 
non-residents lack due to the dis- 
tance factor. 

Risen * 

Industrial production, claims 
Basu, has risen by nine per cent in 
1987/88 and exports rose by 25 
per cent. Consumer industries 
like food processing, polymers, 
automobile ancillaries and 
telecommunications are 
mushrooming. “There is a great, 
demand for these products 
now,” stressed Basu. 

Liberal government policies 
have made industrial invest- 
ments lucrative, for instance, the 
recent deli censing of industries 
for backward and non-backward 
areas. Under the new policy, 
announced on June 1, licences 
would not be required for setting 
up industries with an investment 
of up to Rs. 50 crores (Rs. 500 
million) in backward areas and 
upto Rs. 15 crores (Rs.150 
million) in non-backward areas. 
Economists believe the policy 
would spread industrial growth 
in backward areas ana ease 
unemployment. 

To develop backward areas, 
growth centres have been set up 
in over 430 districts. Over the 
next five years, 100 such centres 
would be developed, complete 
with infrastructure such as

power, water, telecommunica- 
tions and banking. 

The private sector is now all- 
owed to manufacture telecom- 
munication equipment, foreign 
companies are permitted to 
produce electronic components, 
software development has been 
classified as an industry, and the 
import of computer systems has 
been liberalised and no licence is 
required for systems costing less 
than Rs. 10 million. 

Attractive incentives such as 
cash subsidies, transport subsidy 
of up to 50 per cent; power sub- 
sidy are also given. Industrial 
units exporting a part of their 
prod ucuon enjoy duty drawback 
and concessional export credit 
for exports. The incentives are 
given to NRIs, joint ventures in 
which 60 per cent ownership 
belongs to NRIs or persons of 


Indian origin, but presently 
nationals of any other country 
and people from the oilexporting 
developing countries. 

“The government seeks to 
reduce the interface between 
investors and bureaucratic hur- 
dles,” said Madhnkar Gupta of 
the Indian Investment Centre, 
Abu Dhabi. Gupta is in Kuwait 
for the SBI Cap promotion and 
was one of the speakers at the 
seminar. 

Liberalisation 
Gupta, however, warns that 
“liberalisation alone does not 
guarantee smooth operation.*’ 
“You must route your ideas 
through an organisation that can 
help you to avoid delays and 
provides ideas for technology 
transfer,” he stressed. 

SBI Cap's Executive Director, 
S.M. Parande shed light on the 


Investment Management 
Services provided by them. 
Parande said portfolio invest- 
ments — short to medium — are 
not for. quick returns. But if 
money is invested for three to five 
years, the returns are encourag- 
ing. He advises prospective 
investors to “look hard, look 
around and use your discretion” 
before plunging into invest- 
ments.

Speaking of local banks 
activities abroad, A1 Issa said, 
“in light of the banks pioneering 
local experiment; substantial 
recommendations had been 
made involving investments in 
foreign markets.” These, were 
primarily intended to diversify 
and spread the sources of 
revenue. 


Egyptian deficit set 
to increase in 1988-89 


CAIRO, June 6, (Reuter): The 
Egyptian government projects 
higher revenues, but also more 
spending and a bigger deficit, in 
its budget for the 1988-89 finan- 
cial year, it was announced yes- 
terday. 

Selected draft budget figures 
for the year starting on July 1, 
released by Information Mini- 
ster Safwat Sharif after a cabinet 
meeting, indicated no major 
change in economic policy. 

Displease 

But a projected 7 2 billion 
pound ($3.2 billion) budget 
deficit, up from 5 billion pounds 
($2.2 billion) last year, appeared 
likely to displease the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
which had demanded steps to 


narrow the gap. 

A May 1987 accord with the 
IMF for standby credits has been 
inoperative for months because 
the fund has not endorsed the 
pace of government economic 
measures. IMF officials are 
expected to review Egypt's per- 
formance again this month. 

The draft budget, to be 
debated by parliamen t, put spen- 
ding at 28.3 billion pounds ($12.6 
billion), up 23 per cent from the 
1987-88 budgeL 

It forecast that revenues would 
rise by 1 6. 1 per cent, mainly from 
oil exports, tourism and Suez 
Canal earnings, to 21.1 billion 
pounds ($9.4 billion dollars). 
Detailed forecasts were not 
given. 


New consumer movement appearing in US 


NEW YORK, June 6, (AP); A 
new consumer movement 
appears to be under way in the 1 
United States, and it seems capa- 
ble of doing what an earlier 
period of consumerism failed to 
accomplish: keeping prices 
down. 

Increasingly, buyers are resist- 
ing efforts of producers and 
sellers to raise prices. Relative to 
the 1970s, therefore, inflation is 
mild. 

Evidence bf the movement's 
success is all around, now that it 
is being documented by some 
hard economic numbers. 

Improved 

The new militancy contracts 
sharply with earlier consumer 
activism that, arising in the 1 960s 
and extending into the 1 970s, hel- 
ped improve the quality and 


safeLy of products, unproved the 
work place and raised environ- 
mental consciousness. 

In spite of the good it did, 
however, the earlier movement 
suffered a grand failure: it did 
little or nothing to keep prices in 
line, and one of America's worst 
periods of inflation overwhel- 
med buyers during the 1 970s. 

The new consumer militancy 
can be seen in various retail 
markets, but none more clearly 
than in automobiles and apparel. 

Automobile rebates and dis- 
counts, originally aimed at giv- 
ing a quick, one-time boost to 
sales, have become a continuing 
feature of the. car market. 
Remove incentives, carmakers 
and dealers have found and sales 
decline. 

The biggest recent contributor 


to inflation was a surge in 
apparel costs. But simultan- 
eously apparel retailers have 
reported weakend sales, 
especially for women’s clothes, 
suggesting consumer resistance 
will end that threat. 

Distinct 

Seeking an explanation for the 
effectiveness of consumer resis- 
tance today, especially since it 
failed in the 1970s, analysts at 
Wright Investors’ Service have 
found a distinct economic dis- 
parity. 

During the earlier period they 
state, consumer response to 
higher prices was tempered by, 
among other things, the inability 
to resist such developments as 
the oil price increases dictated by 
foreign producers. 


In addition, consumers often 
had the ability to offset higher 
prices by means of the then- 
popular cost-of-living adjust- 
ments that lifted their pay by a 
similar percentage. 

Moreover, some price 
increases then were deemed 
irrelevant to consumers. Health- 
care costs, rising even faster than 
they are now, were sometimes 
offset by insurance coverage paid 
fully rather than partially by 
employers. 

Difficult 

At present, consumers appear 
to be a position to make difficult 
the price increases that came so 
easily during the 1970s. Increases 
are in areas where consumers 
have options, chief of which is 
that of not buying. 


US magazine says 
Suzuki Samurai unsafe 

MOUNT VERNON, N.Y„ June6, (Renter): Consumer Reports 
magazine said on Thursday it gave a ‘not acceptable' rating to the 
Japanese-made Suzuki Samurai sports-utility vehicle, citing its 
tendency to overturn in accident avoidance manoeuvres. Con- 
sumers Union, the nonprofit testing organisation that publishes 
the magazine, said Suzuki Motor Corp should recall the vehicles 
and give refunds to the owners of the 150,000 Samurais that have 
been sold in the United States; It was the first time in 1 0 years that 
Consumers Union's magazine has given the unacceptable rating 
to a car. American Suzuki Motor Corp said it would issue a 
statement later on Thursday in response to the charges. 

In a test report that will appear in the July issue of Consumer 
Reports, the magazine says the vehicle suffers a design flaw 
combining a high centre of gravity with a small wheelbase and 
light weight, which makes it accident-prone. During tests, the 
Samurai 1988 test vehicle toppled while going through an emer- 
gency handling test on a dry, level course at 40 miles per hour (70 
kph). Consumers Union said. It tested three similar vehicles, the 
jeep Cherokee, Isuzn Trooper II and the jeep Wronger, and found 
die others were able to negotiate bat they are not as light as the 
Samurai. “Unfortunately the Samurai can't just be receded and 
have a few changes made,” said Robert KnoO, bead of testing for 
Consumer Reports. “The problem is inherent in its design. The 
only way to fix it is to make the vehicle longer, wider and heavier.”

Foreign investor spending 
in US slipped in 1987 

WASHINGTON, Jane 6, (Renter): Spending by foreign inves- 
tors on US business enterprises last year declined from the record 
1986 level but remained well above the leveb of earlier years, the 
Commerce Department said yesterday. Foreign-based compan- 
ies and investors spent $3034 billion on ac-sriring or setting up 
US businesses last year, down from 39. 18 bflfiou in 1986 but wefl 
above the 23.11 billiofl in 1984, the Department said. A Depart- 
ment official Mamed last year's decline partially on a spending 
spurt late in 1986 by foreign investors seeking to act before the 

1986 by foreign investors seeking to act before the 1987 tax law 
changes took effect in the United States. Tim official said the 

1987 spending estimate, which is preliminary, would probably be 
revised upward as more data is collected. Last year the depart- 
ment initially reported 1966 spending at $313 billion. before 
revising itin its latest report to 39.18 buuoo. Despite tbedecGneio 
1987, the Department said foreign investors continued to be 
drawn to the United States for several reasons, including the 
depredation of the dollar, low inflation, sustained economic 
growth and the availability of many US businesses for foreign 
purchase. Because of trade surpluses at several developed coun- 
tries, many foreign companies bad substantial funds to invest, the 
Department said. At the same time, fears that Congress will enact 
protectionist trade legislation may have encouraged foreigners to 
spend more on budding or acquiring US-based production 
facilities instead of exporting into the country, it said. 


Japan led the world in international banking activity 




WASHINGTON, 3unc6, (AF): 
Japan led the world in inter- 
national banking activity in 
1987. the Internationa] Mon- 
etary Fund reported yesterday. 

Residents of Japan borrowed 
$223 billion from international 
banks during the year, an 
increase of 45 per cent over 1986, 
but also deposited $148 billion, 
up 30 per cent, the report said. 

The net flow of $76 billion to 
Japan was up from $40 billion in 
1986. The United States was 
second with a net inflow of $51 
billion. 

Net flow 

Britain bad the largest net flow 
to international banks with $27 
billion, followed by Switzerland 
with 21 billion. West Germany 
10 billion. Belgium and Luxem- 
bourg 10 billion each and France 
6 billion. 

The fund’s monthly “IMF 
Memorandum" reported that 
Japan also look a net $87 billion 
in 1987 from its trade with the 
rest of the world. The Japanese 
government’s official reserves 
grew by $43 billion to $8 1 billion 
at the end of the year, it said. 

Much of Japan's banking 
activity was in lending to 


from banks themselves, 
especially in transactions bet- 
ween residents of Japan and 
Hong Kong, the IMF said. 

Developing countries 
increased what they owed to 
international banks by $15.5 
billion, a sharp contrast with the 
year before when the countries 
paid back a net $1 billion. Most 
Of the new lending, $12.8 billion, 
went to China and Taiwan. 

Borrowing 

Taiwan engaged in much borr- 
owing after it dropped controls 
of in tern a lion a! lending last July, 
the Fund reported. Part' of the 
borrowing was to satisfy the 
demand for foreign funds from 
Taiwan business people because 
of the expectation that the US 
dollar would decline with rela- 
tion to the new Taiwan dollar,, 
the IMF report said. 

Taiwan came under heavy 
pressure from the United States 
to increase the value of its 
currency wiih relation to the US 
dollar so that American business 
would be tempted to buy less 
from Taiwan and to sell more. 

The report noted that Taiwan, 
earning money in international 
trade, increased both its inter- 


national reserves and the 
deposits in its banks. 

‘'Concerted lending” to Latin 
America — packages of loans 
put together by the fund itself 
with cooperation of lending 
governments — totalled about 
$5.6 billion the report said, $4.4 
billion to Mexico and 12 billion 
to Argentina. 

Banks often call this “involun- 
tary lending” because without 
pressure they would be unlikely 
to lend more to countries already 
heavily in debt to them, often in 
arrears on their payments of 
interest as well as principal. 

These arrears added $4.2 
billion to the amounts owed to 
banks by countries in the Wes- 
tern hemisphere, where the big- 
gest Third World debtor coun- 
tries are. 

Coordinate 

Meanwhile, the head of the 
IMF urged that the United States 
and other big countries should 
coordinate economic policy 
because -no single government 
can any longer underwrite world 
prosperity. 

Managing Director Michel 
Cam dessus was apparently refer-

Economic Commun- 
ity and Japan has grown, making 
the US economy a less dominant 
force than it once was,” Camdes- 
sus said. 

: “Indeed,, no single govern- 
ment can any longer underwrite 
prosperity or stability.. for the 
world as a whole” 

Economists say, for example, 
that it would be disastrous if all 
members of Gr7 made an all-out 
effort to increase their exports to 
one another at the same time. 

Efforts to tighten coordina- 
tion have been discouraged by 
events following last year's 
agreement in Paris that the price 
of the US dollar had fallen 
enough. After that came 
October's stock market crash 
and the continued fall of the 
dollar. 

Camdessus said it may never 
be possible to get total agreement 


among governments at any given 
time, but it should be possible to 
make their policies more, com- 
patible. 

“Unless a satisfactory answer 
can be given to the question 
‘what’s, in it for us?* cooperation 
will be at best insubstantial,” be 
said. 

Urged 

He listed cases where national 
policies, urged for the benefit of 
the world as a whole, could in his 
view also help the countries that 
adopt them. Camdessus said 
that: 

— More reduction' of the US 
budget deficit would enable the 
United-States to sell more of its 
goods abroad without'crowding 
out US private spending or spur- 
ring inflation. He said it also 
would pave the way for lasting 
reductions in interest rates and 
make ir easier for future US 
governments to be more flexible 
about taxes and government 
spending. 

— Western Europe and Japan 
should be vigorous about “struc- 
tural reforms’’ which would 
speed up both their growth and 
the growth of the rest of the 
world.

US companies agree $20b 
venture in Siberia 


MOSCOW, June 6, (Reuier): 
Two American companies sig- 
ned an agreement in principle 
with the Soviet Union on Wed- 
nesday to build two large petro- 
chemical complexes in Western 
Siberia at a cost of more than $20 
billion. 

Combustion Engineering Inc., 
who will enter the project with 
McDermott International Inc., 
announced at a news conference 

by Prime Minister Nikolai Ryz- 
hkov and would boost Kre mlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev's 
efforts to improve consumer, 
goods supplies. 

Reserves 

The two complexes in 
Tomolsk and Surgut 'Mil use the 
rich natural gas reserves of 
Siberia to produce plastic and 
rubber used in consumer goods 
such as synthetic materials, 
dothes, tyres and condoms. 

“We believe this is the biggest 
joint US-Soviet venture under- 
taken since the Soviets allowed 
jomiventures with Western com- 
panies/’ Charles E. Huge!, 
president and chief executive 
officer of Combustion Engineer- 
ing, told Reuters. 

“The Soviets rushed it through 
because it is crucial to their 
reforms to improve supplies of 
consumer goods.” he said. 

In a separate development. 


Occidental Petroleum chairman 
Arm and Hammer said he had 
signed an agreement to develop a 
major new plastics complex in 
Western Siberia. He said the ven- 
ture carried a $6 billion price tag. 

Under the agreement for 
Tomolsk and Surgut, the Soviet 
Ministry of Oil Refining and 
Petrochemical Industries will 
own at least 51 per cent of the 
venture. 

Finance for the project, 
estimated at between $20 and 30 
billion, will be provided by a 
Western consortium including 
Japanese companies Mitsubishi 
Corp. and Mitsui and Co. 

“This is good for the Soviets 
because they could not have built 
the complexes so cheaply, and 
it'll help supplies of consumer 
goods. They'll also get hard 
currency once the consortium’s 
debt is serviced,” Max Asgari, 
vice-president of Combustion 
Engineering, said. 

The final agreement, details of 
which will be finalised shortly, is 
expected to be signed by the end 
of the year. 

The Soviet Ministry will start 
taking in profits from domestic 
sales as soon as output starts in 
1991. It will receive profits in 
hard currency from sales abroad 
when the consortium’s debt is 
paid off — probably by around 
1998.

UK again 
raises

LONDON, June 6. I Reuter):

This was signal that 
commercial banks should make 
a simitar increase in their key 
base lending rales.

Bombay brokers’ 
staff disrupt 
exchange trading 

BOMBAY. June 6, (Reuter): 
Rampaging stock brokerage 
employees, demanding renewal 
of wage agreements, disrupted 
trading today on the Bombay 
Stock Exchange, India's largest, 
an exchange spokesman said. 

He said trading had just begun 
when a large group of employees 
accompanied by some outsiders 
forcibly entered the trading ring, 
toppled furniture and assaulted 
some stockbrokers. 

The slogan-shouting 

employees were dispersed by 
police but trading could not take 
place, the spokesman said. 

The employees have deman- 
ded renewal of separate wage 
agreements with brokerage 
houses and reinstatement of 15 
people recently fired in an econ- 
omy move. 

Employees' leaders said many 
stockbrokers have noL renewed 
annual wage agreemens since 
1986, when the previous two- 
year wage accord expired. 

The employees also went on 
strike last month for a day to 
press their demands. The more 
than 500 stock brokerages in 
Bombay employ about 2,000 
workers. 

Stockbrokers have main- 
tained their financial position 
was very weak becauseof depres- 
sed markets and a decline in busi- 
ness volume. 

But in the last month, the slock 
market volume has increased, 
triggered by new tax incentives 
and hopes of better corporate 
results. 

The daily business volume of 
the Bombay Stock Exchange, 
which trickled down to Rsl50 
million during the last two years, 
against 600 million in normal 
times, exceeded one billion last 
week. 


Tokyo shares race to new high 


Dollar and gold fall in European trading 


LpNDON, June 6, (Agencies): 
The US dollar fell slightly against 
most major currencies in 
European trading today but was 
steadied by bullish sentiment in 
the market. Gold prices were 
lower. 

The dollar was pushed down 
by comments from Karl Otto 
PoehU president of the West Ger- 
man Bundesbank, indicating the 
bank’s opposition to a further 
dollar rise. He said yesterday that 
the central bank had sold dollars 
last week to show it wasn’t 
in terested in a higher dollar and a 
lower mark. 

Bounced back 

But by mid-morning, the US 
currency had bounced back amid 
what foreign exchange traders 
called a reflection of the bullish 
market mood. Another trader 
added that she expected trading 
to be steady before the announ- 
cement next week of US trade 
figuresfor April and theToronto 
economic summit later this 
month. 

In Tokyo, where trading ends 
before Europe's business day 
beg) ns, the dollar fell 0.04 yen to a 
closing 1 26.07 yen. Later, in Lon- 
don, it was quoted higher at 
126-22 yen.

Gold 

European gold trading was 
dull, as attention m metal mark- 
ets focused on silver. The late bid 
price in London for gold was 
$463.50 a troy ounce, down from 
late Friday's bid of $464.75. 

In Zurich, the late bid price 
was $464.50, down from 465.50 
late Friday. 

Earlier, in Hong Kong, gold 
rose to S464.39 from Saturday's 
463.71. 

Silver was quoted in London 
late today at a bid price of $7.34 a 
troy ounce, up from Friday's 
$7.31. Dealers said profit-taking 
was expected to bring down the 
price in New York later today. 

Worries 

As the price of yet another 
foodstuff — coffee — soared on 
world commodity markets 
today, worries about inflation 
pushed British interest rates up 
and kept gold prices at their high- 
est levels since January. 

Reports of a frost in southern 
Brazil, the biggest supplier of 
coffee, sent prices up £60 ($ 1 08) a 
tonne to £1,195 ($2, 150) for Sep- 
tember delivery. 

Some dealers described the rise 
as a buying panic. 

“Everybody knew there were 
one or two cold fronts moving 
around, but frost was not expec- 
ted.” a trader said. 

Meanwhile, for the second 


time in five days, the Bank of 
England moved to force British 
interest rates higher as part of the 
government’s continuing cam- 
paign to cool inflation. 

It raised its money market len- 
ding rate half a percentage point 

to 8^ 1/2 per cent. By increasing a . 
key rate at which it lends to finan- 
ciers and bankers, the bank's 
move will eventually force all 
British interest rates up. 

Within minutes Barclays 
Bank, the second biggest in 
Britain, raised its base Tending 
rate half a point to 8- 1 /2 per cen L 

The pound gained about a 
quarter of a cent and half a pfen- 
nig to $1.8060 and 3.106 West 
German marks after the bank 
acted, posting a gain of half a 
cent and 1.5 pfennigs on its open- 
ing. 

But London's FTSE index of 
100 blue chip shares held steady 
just above 1,820. 

Soared 

Higher interest rates on British 
bank accounts and bonds could 
attract foreign investors, and so 
boost demand for thepound. But 
costlier borrowing could bite 
into business profits, making 
British shares a less attractive 
buy. 

The British government bad 
been worried that a credit-fuelled 
buying spree could rekindle 
inflation. 

The worry is not limited to 
Britain. 

Begining last month, soaring 
grain prices had started many 
investors worrying about infla- 
tion. Those worries sent gold and 
silver prices climbing to six- 
month high last week and held 
them there today. 

Last week, grain and oilseed 


prices soared on the Chicago and 
Winnipeg markets, as weather 
experts forecast drought-like 
conditions would continue 
through the US Midwest states 
and Canada's prairie, provinces. 

Share prices around the world 
firmed only modestly, as Lon- 
don’s FTSE index of 100 blue 
chips opened 3.4 points higher at 
1 .822.6 and then eased. 

'Tokyo's stock market raced 
to new heights today, breaking 
the 28,000 point barrier for the 
first time, butanalysts said it may 
be time to pause for breath. 

. Outlook 

Though the investment 
outlook is relatively unclouded, 
analysts said the Nikkei share 
index's 32 per cent climb this year 
has left some investors feeling 
giddy. 

The Nikkei index of 225 shares 
breached 28,000 points during 
morning trading to hit 28,059.97. 
It ended off that peak but at a 
record closing high of 27,996.24. 

Today's 89-point rally in 
heavy turnover in Tokyo was 
driven by signs the US economy 
and Wall Street may at last be 
forgetting post-crash predictions 
of doom, brokers said. 

“Concern over US inflation 
and rising American interest 
rates has lessened,” said Yozq 
Asai, analyst at Yamaichi 
Securities. "Wall Street's 
advance last week placated 
investors here.” 

Remarks yesLerday by US 
Treasury Secretary James Baker 
heartened Tokyo investors, 
analysts said. 

Baker said the US central bank 
was doing a good job of balanc- 
ing economic growth and con- 
trolling inflation. Worries of 


inflation in the United States 
were vastly overblown, he added. 

Despite the good signs, 
analysts said, the market would 
do best not to overextend itself. 

An analyst at Nomura 
Securities said investors may be 
becoming a Hule cautious for the 
time being although Japan's 
robust economy underpins the 
high share prices. The recent 
stability of the dollar against the 
yen had quelled fears in the 
export sector, he added. 

In Paris, investors were unset- 
tled when President Francois 
Mitterrand’s Socialist Party won 
only a narrow majority in yester- 
day's first round of the general 
election. The Bourse indicator 
rose 0.27 per cent. 

“I suspect the next week, is 
going to be quite nervous,” said 
Richard Reid, an economist with 
London brokers Phillips and 
Drew. The final round of voting 
is next Sunday. 

Uncertainty 

“There will be as many sellers 
on the uncertainty as there will be 
buyers on the possibility of a 
return of the right,” he said 
adding: “I would expect that 
anyone with profits to take will 
take them ana clear off for the 
week." 

In other markets, uncertainty 
about the risk ofinflation seemed 
to prevail 

Dealers who worry that US 
interest rates may be forced up to 
cool inflation were heartened by 
Friday's report that the US 
unemployment rate for April 
jumped to S.6 per cent from 5.4 
per cent. It suggests that the US 
economy is not growing quickly 
enough to make inflation a 
worry.

Taiwan stock market 
hits record high 


TAIPEI. June 6, (Reuter): The 
26-year-old Taiwan stock 
market hit a record high today 
surging past another all-lime 
peak set last month. 

The stock index rose 100.35 
points or 2. 1 percent to 4.876.34 
against the previous high of 
4,785.03 on May 16. 

•‘Our bourse is reacting to the 
worldwide stock bounce and 
continuing its upward trends 
with vigorous speed,” exchange 
vice president Tracy Cheng said 
in an interview. 

Turn 

“Now many investors (will 
turn their eyes on Wall Street, if it 
rises when it reopens today, then 
the stock index of our bourse will 
breach the 5.000 mark this 
week,” he said. 

The index has more than dou- 
bled this year, closing at 4,876.34 
today from 2.341.06 on January 
5. 

Analysts said the bullish local 
sentiment reflected continuing 
gains in Tokyo and New York. 

Excess liquidity, limited local 
investment outlets, low bank 
interest rates and optimistic 
prospects for economic growth 
in Taiwan this year contributed 
to the rally, they added. 

David Hsu, vice president of 
Jardine Fleming Taiwan, said 
Taiwan had surpassed Japan and 
South Korean as the world's fas- 
test growing market. 

Tony Shea, manager at Yuan 
Ta Securities Company, said: 
“Many people have lots of 
money and are eager to earn 
more. So they just play with their 
money on the stock market 
because they believe they can get 
rich quick from it." 

He said the number of new 
investors rose by more than 


30.000 in May alone.

Delegation will visit Switzerland 


GCC team to look for business opportunities 


GENEVA, June 6, (KUNA): A 
top-level economic and financial 
team from Kuwait and other 
Gulf Co-operation Council 
countries is to visit Switzerland 
next week for discussions and 
negotiations on business oppor- 
tunities between Europe and the 
Gulf. 

Among the members of the 
delegation are GCC Secretary- 
General Abdullah Bishara, 
Kuwaiti Minister of Commerce 
andjndustry Faisal Abdul 
U£azak A1 Khaled and Saudi 
Arabian secretary-general for 
the Royal Commission forJubail 
and Yanbu, Prince Abdullah Bin 
Faisal BinTurky. 

They will be assisted by Dr 
Khali d Al Fayez. director-gen- 
eral of the Gulf Investment Cor- 
poration and Khalid Al Shoor, 
director of the Industrial 
Development Centre in Bahrain, 
and a number of prominent Gulf 
businessmen. 

Negotiations 

The Gulf team will be making 
a series of private presentations 
to European executives, and also 
wiUemer negotiations with them 
on specific projects. 

The meeting has been jointly 
arranged by the GCC and the 
Swiss World Economic Forum, 
the foundation responsible for 
the annual meeting of world 
economic and business leaders 
held each year in the mountain 
resort of Davos. 

The GCC was founded by 
Bahrain. Kuwait. O man, Qatar. 


Saudi Arabia and the UAE in 
1981 in order, according to its 
charter, “to proride the means 
for realising co-ordination, 
integration and co-operation.” 

Each of the six has contributed 
$350 million to the total capital 
of $2.1 billion held by the 
Kuwait-based Gulf Investment 
Corporation, which concen- 
trates much of its efforts on 
projects in the energy and trans- 
port sectors in the region. 

Paul Smyke of the World 
Economic Forum said that the 
main purpose of the meetings, to 
be held in Geneva, was to allow 
European businessmen “to 
interact constructively with 
government and other person- 
alities” from the Gulf. 

Discussions 

Four sessions of dosed-door 
talks and discussions are to be 
held, on June 7 and 8. 

The opening meeting will be 
addressed by GCC Secretary- 
General Bishara, who will speak 
on "the economic and 
geopolitical importance of the 
GCC to the international busi- 
ness community.” 

This will be followed by a 
speech by Commerce and Indus- 
try Minister AJ Khaled on “the 
GCC economies, with special 
emphasis on industrialisation 
and trade.” 

Prince Abdullah will speak on 
“transfer of technology", and Al 
Fayez and Al Shoor will deliver a 
lecture on "joint venture projects 
and investment opportunities in 


GCC countries.” 

Each year the forum held 
similar meetings on individual 
countries from all parts of the 
world, and next week's session 
would be the first one devoted to 
the Gulf area. Smvke noted.

The surge in rates began in 
Bahrain on Sunday and gained 
momentum yesterday as banks 
in London returned after the 
weekend break.

RIYADH, June 6, (AP): Saudi 
Arabia posted a 9.28 bOlion-riyal 
($2.4 billion) trade surplus last 
year, more than seven times the 
1 986 surplus, the Finance Minis- 
try said in a report distributed 
yesterday. 

The 1986 surplus was 1.352 
billion riyals ($360,000,000), the 
report said. Excerpts were cir- 
culated by the official Saudi 
Press Agency. 

Surplus 

The big increase in the trade 
surplus followed a major effort 
by the Saudis to diversify their 
economy away from dependence 
on oil revenues. 

They have been pushing to 
boost exports in petrochemical 
products, an industry started in 
the 1970s. More recently, they 


have developed agriculture, 
wheat and food production for 
export, as well as domestic con- 
sumption. 

The ministry report said 
exports totalled 84.6 billion 
riyals ($22.56 billion) last year 
and imports 75.313 billion riyals 
($20 billion) 

The balance of trade figures 
exclude re-exports, which 
amounted to 2.28 billion riyals 
($608,000) last year. Re-exports 
in 1986 were 2.612 billion riyals 
($696,533). 

Saudi Arabia's 1986 exports 
totalled 72.139 billion riyals 
($19,237 billion) with imports 
pegged to 70.787 billion riyals 
($18,876 billion), the report said. 

The Saudi news agency did not 
provide any breakdown of 


export figures and gave only a 
partial list of import statistics. , 
It said the Finance Ministry 
report showed 81.2 per cent of 
Saudi Arabia’s imports last year 
came from 1 5 countries, and lis- 
ted the top five as Japan, the 
United States, Britain, West 
Germany and Italy: 

Turkey, rahkerf 13th, was the 
only regional country listed 
among the 15 top importers. 

But the report said that 
imports from Arab League states 
last year increased by 8.6 percent 
over the preceding year, while 
imports from non-Arab Islamic 
states increased by 9.8 per cent 
The oil-rich kingdom's major 
import categories all rose fast 
year, at least in value. The agency 
report only cited import values. 


Jordan bank sets new price for dinar 


AMMAN, June 6, (Reuter): Jor- 
dan's Central Bank, fighting to 
stem a run on the local currency, 
set compulsory rates for the 
dinar against foreign currencies 
today, dealers said. 

The Central Bank quoted the 
dollar at 356/360 fils, compared 
to yesterday's 344/355. 

The dealers said the Housing 
Bank, the only commercial bank 
to quote rates by mid-morning 
today, followed those set by the 
Central Bank. But moneychan- 
gers failed to abide by the official 
rates and were selling the dollar 
at around 375 fils. 

Offered 

The new official rate still 
values thedinar higher than rates 
of about 370 fils offered by mon- 
eychangers before the the 
currency weakened on Thursday 


to as little as 390 fils. 

Bankers said they welcomed 
any move to stabilise the market 
but had received nothing in writ- 
ing from the Central Bank. 

Jordan’s official media said 
yesterday the Central Bank 
would start setting binding rates 
as one of several measures env- 
isaged to regulate dealing. 

Criticised 

“1 don’t know if people will 

E lay by the rules," said Michel 
farto, general manager of the 
Bank of Jordan. “But banks 
which used to deal in foreign 
currency to fund capital flight 
can no loa$erdo so. Banks have 
stopped being moneychangers. 

“Now banks will have to repay 
letters of credit at the same rate 
for everybody. Before, some 
were using the official rate, oth- 


ers were charging more,” he 
added. 

A special committee was set up 
on Saturday to consider new 
exchange regulations, but some 
bankers have criticised its com- 
position because of potential 
conflict of interest. 

The committee groups Fin- 
ance Minister Hanna Odeh, Cen- 
tral Bank Governor Husayn 
Kasim, Deputy Governor 
Maher Shukn, former governor 
Khalil Salem, former Trade and 
Industry Minister Raja'j Mua- 
sher and Khaled Shoman, vice- 
chairman of Arab Bank Ltd. 

“Such a committee should 
include only officials, not man- 
agers of commercial banks and 
merchant banks, who may get 
prior information on official 
decisions;*' one banker said. 


China and Poland 
discuss economic reforms 


BEUING, June 6, (AP): Polish 
Premier Zbigniew Messner and- 
his Chinese counterpart, Li 
Peng, briefed each other today 
on the problems and 
achievements of their countries' 
economic reform programmes, 
an official reort said. 

Li told Messner that China's 
1 Q-year-old reform drive has rea- 
died a critical moment, the Xin- 
hua news agency said. It did not 
elaborate, but Li apparently was 
referring to China's worsening 
inflation, the result of deregulat- 
ing prices and overheated 
demand. 

Resolve 

Consumer retail prices rose 1 1 
per cent in the first quarter of this . 
year, up from about seven per 
cent during all of last year. 

“We need to resolve our 
problems in a proper manner and 
actively promote political 
reforms,'’ Xinhua quoted Li as 
telling Messner during more 
than three ho urs of discussions in 
the Great Hal]' of the People. 

Messner,. who arrived yester- 
day for a six-day visit, replied 
that Poland's economic reforms 
also have met with difficulties, 
Xinhua said. 

In the past few years, Poland 
and other Soviet bloc countries 
have begun following China’s 
example of trying to .stimulate 
their economies by reducing 
heavy central controls that stran- 
gled growth. 

None, however; has come as 
far as China in its enthusiastic 
embrace of private entrepren- 
eurs, foreign joint ventures, 
stock markets and other aspects 
of capitalist economies,. 


Economic reform also domin- 
ated during the discussion when 
Messner met later Monday with 
Chinese President Yang Shan- 
gkun, according to Xinhua. 

“China and Poland can fur- 
ther their cooperation in many 
fields and swap experiences of 
refozins,” Xinhua quoted Yang 
as saying. “In our reforms, we 
have to go forward, not back- 
ward. since going backward 
means the waste of all the efforts 
we have already made.” 

Xinhua said Messner told 
Yang that Poland can learn 
much from China's reform 
experience. 

The two sides also discussed 
international issues, Xinhua 

Beforetheir talks! Lil^cmnally 
welcomed Messner .in a 
ceremony outside the Great Hall 
in central Beijing, Messner revi- 
ewed an honour guard and a 19- 
gun salute was fired. 

Messner is the first Polish 
Prime Minister to visit China in 
three decades. During most of 
that - time, . Chinese-East 
European relations were chilly 
due to the bitter 1960 split bet- 
ween China and the Soviet 
Union over ideological and 
strati^ic differences. 

Bilateral 

Polish leader Wojdech 
Jariizelski visited Bdjmgm 1986, 
marking a normalisation of 
bilateral' relations. Since then, 
state and Communist Party 
leaders from all the other East 
European countries also have 
visited China, including Cze- 
choslovakian Communist Party 
leader Milos Jakes last month. 


SYDNEY, June 6. (Reuter): 
Solid demand for gold-related 
stocks pushed the national share 
market higher. The All Ordin- 
aries index rose 16.9 points to 
close at 1,598.6. 

TOKYO: The Nikkei index rea- 
ched a record high close, just 
below 28,000 points after robust 
trade, but ended lower than mor- 
ning peaks. The index closed up 
89.76 points, 0.32 per cent, al 
27,996.24 after an earlier peak of - 
28,059.97. 

HONG KONG: Share prices 
retreated after breaking the 2.600 
barrier in early trading and 
ended the day cautiously higher. 
The Hang Seng index finished 
22.04 points up at 2.590.39.

Khdtafi says 
private banks 
should activate 
Kuwait’s economy 

KUWAIT'S Minister of Finance 
Jassem Al Khorafi yesterday 
said in an interview that 
Kuwait's private banks should 
contribute to activating the 
country's economy and asked 
them not to be “frightened.” 

“The banks can stimulate 
economic activities through 
scientific means away from per- 
sonal evaluation, especially in 
respect of measures relating to 
financial credit lines,*' Al 
Khorafi told Arabic daily Al 
Qabas, stressing that “credit 
lines should be based on clear 
budgets.” 

The paper, quoted Khorafi as 
saying the banks were '‘fright- 
ened,” and hoping that such fear 
would not be an “obstacle” in 
supporting economic institu- 
tions. 

He called on the banks to take 
a “moderate” role similar to that 
of the government in activating 
the economy. “We all work for a 
positive reaction," Al Khorafi 
aded. 

Speaking on taxation in 
Kuwait, the minister noted tha t it 
is “a question of time” adding 
that the government wfll start the 
system by imposing fees on its 
civil services but not “all of 

th em. " 

He added that low income ear- 
ners should be taken into con- 
sideration. 

GCC citizens can 
acquire shares in 
Kuwaiti companies 

CITIZENS of the other five 
states of the Gulf Co-operation 
Council can now acquire shares 
in the Kuwaiti shareholding 
companies, the official govern- 
ment gazette, Al Kuwait Al 
Youm. said today. 

Under the law, appearing in 
tiw gazette today, citizens of 
&udi Arabia, the UAE, Oman, 
Qatar, and Bahrain can now 
own shares in the Kuwaiti share- 
holding companies under the 
same laws governing the K uwaiti 
Stock Exchange. 

The law, whjdi goes into effect 
today, applies to present and 
future Kuwaiti companies, the 
gazette said. 

Subject to approval of the 
Council of Ministers, the mini- 
ster of commence and industry 
can define the Kuwaiti sharehol- 
ding companies in which GCC 
citizens can acquire shares and 
the rules governing their acquis- 
tion of such shares including the 
maximum shares they can buy 
and the rights of such sharehof- . 
ders.

When the Earth solidified 

ONE of the most difficult 
tasks of geology (the 
science or study of the 
Earth), has been to establ- 
ish the age of the Earth. 
Until about fifty years ago 
the scientists had little 
information to help them 
with this problem. By 
careful observation they 
could discover whether 
one rock was older than 
another, but the further 
back they went in time, the 
more hazy and uncertain 
their knowledge became. 

It was only with the dis- 
covery of radioactivity 
tbat-geology made a great 
step forward in this field. 

By studying certain 
radioactive substances, it 
was discovered that, in the 
course of time, they lose 
their radioactivity at a 
steady, invariable rate. 
The element uranium, for 
example, loses its radioac- 
tive properties over a very 
long period of time and 
changes into lead. We 
know that one gramme of 
uranium takes a thousand 


When the world began 


years to produce 1/ 
7,000,000 of a gramme of 
lead. With this knowledge 
it is possible to calculate 
the age of a rock contain- 
ing uranium by comparing 
the amount of lead 
produced in it with the 
amount of uranium still 
present. 

' Tests made on’ radioac- 
tive rocks all ‘over the 
world have shown that the 
oldest were formed about 
3,500 million years ago. It 
would therefore appear 
that the Earth’s crust solid- 
fied about 4,500 million 
years ago. 

When the first rocks were 
fonned 

In the violent beginnings 
of our planet the surface of 
the Earth looked a terrify- 
ing place. White-hot 
magma, formed of molten 
rock from the Earth’s 
interior, boiled on the sur- 
face with constant 
explosions. At the same 
time showers of meteorites 
and cosmic dust, attracted 


by the pull of the Earth's 
gravity, made the sphere 
grow bigger and bigger as 
it rotated in space. 

Huge spirals of gas and 
water vapour rose out of 
the magma to darken the 
sky and keep the light of 
the Sun from falling on to 
the Earth. The gloom of 
the night was continually 


shattered by flashes from 
the explosions and erup- 
tions of the Earth’s sur- 
face. 

Millions of years passed 
before the first islands of 
rock, derived from cooled 
magma, appeared on the 
sea of lava. As it solidified, 
the white-hot magma, 
which fonned the Earth in 
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the beginning, gave rise to 
a basic rock type known as 
igneous (from the Latin 
ignis, meaning fire). There 
is little trace left of these 
rocks today, however, at 
least on the surface: 
corroded and wasted away 
by the forces present in the 
atmosphere, they have 
been transformed into 
gravel, fine sand and dust. 

These ' substances, 
washed away into the large 
sea basins by rivers and 
floods, have been 
deposited there in layers. 
The weight of the upper 
layers exerted tremendous 
pressureon those beneath, 
squeezing out the water 
and then cementing the 
fragments together again, 
forming new rocks. By the 
action of intense natural 
forces, they have then 
undergone other fun- 
damental changes. The 
layers, or strata, have b een 
folded, curved or broken. 
The distorted layerings of 
the rocks on our moun- 
tains give some idea of 
what happened to the Ear- 
th's crust.

PARIS. June 6. (Reuter): Steffi 
Graf and Mats Wilander were 
knocking the red clay of the 
French Open from their tennis 
shoes today, and turning their 
thoughts to the green grass of 
Wimbledon. 

Holders ofthe 1988 Australian 
and French, titles, Graf and 
Wilander now face what is for 
them the toughest test of all on 
the lush lawasof the All-England 
Club where thethird great cham- 
pionship of the year starts on 
June 20. 

Neither player yet possesses 
the volleying prowess of Martina 
Navratilova or Boris Becker 
which is such an i mportant f actor 
of grasscourt play, but both 
know they will have to conquer 
Wimbledon to be ranked among 
the all-time greats. 

Possession 

Graf and Wilander bead for 
London with two of the four 
Grand Slam titles in their posses- 
sion after last week adding the 
French singles lo the Australian 
championships they captured in 
Melbourne last January. 

Wilander’s 7-5 6-2 6- 1 victory 
over Frenchman Henri Leconte 
at Roland Garros yesterday took 
his Grand Slam haul to six, an 
impressive collection for a man 
of 23, but he will be aware history 
is against him succeeding Pat 
Cash on Wimbledon finals day. 

Only nine men have ever won 
the French then triumphed at 
Wimbledon in thesame summer 
Bjorn Borg (1978, 1979, 1980), 
Rod Laver (1962, 1969), Lew- 
Hoad (1956), Tony Trabert 
(1955), Budge Patty(1950). Don- 
aid Budge (1938), Fred Perry 
(1935), Jack Crawford (1933) 
and Rene Lacoste ( 1 925). 

And only two, Laver as an

amateur in 1962 and- again in 
1969, and Budge went on to com- 
plete the cherished Grand Slam 
by also winning the Australian 
and United States’ Champion- 
ships. 

“The Grand Slam is a dream,” 
said Wilander, who has now 
appeared in five French finals, 
winning three. “It’s a beautiful 
fantasy which, personally, I feel 
cannot be done by any of the 
present-day players.” 

Wil ander's Wimbledon record 


supports his conviction he is 
unlikely to emulate Laver and 
Budge. His straight sets defeat by 
eventual champion Cash 12 
months ago in the quarter-finals 
was the first time he had gone 
further than the fourth round. 

The Swede's third victory at 
Roland Garros proved yet again 
that he is the complete master of 
concentration and efficiency. 
From the moment Ivan Lendl fell 
to another of the Scandinavians, 
Jonas Svensson, in the quarter- 


finals, Wilander assumed the 
burden of tournament favourite 
with nonchalance.

Confident Lyle well-prepared for US Open 


WOBURN, England, June 6, 
(Reuter): Sandy Lyle is high on 
confidence as he heads for the US 
Open next week. 

With the second leg of golfs 
elusive Grand Slam beckoning, 
the 30-year-old Briton is proba- 
■ bly as well-prepared as he could 
hope for the year’s second major 
tournament beginning on June 
16. 

Lyle emerged from, the 
euphoria which surrounded his 
US Masters triumph two months 
ago to rediscover his glorious 
touch a t Woburn and capture the 
British Masters title yesterday 
after leading all the way. 

Feels 

Rounds of 66, 68, 68 and 71 
gave him a 15-under-par 273 
total for a two-shot victory, and 
after battling through wind and 
rain to complete a remarkable 
treble — he also holds the Ger- 
man Masters crown — Lyle feels 
things can only gel belter. 

“In the United States, it will be 
a little easier. U will be warmer 
with not as much rain to worry 
about,” he said. 

Lyle's confidence owes as 
much to his general approach to 
the game as it goes to the consis- 
tent form he found here. 

“My concentration did not 
used lo be as good as it is now,” 
he admitted. “I used to bea bit of 
a scatterbrain. I played a lot of 
shots Loo quickly. 

“Bui over the past 18 months, 
the consistency in my game has 
become pretty good. 1 feel I'm a 
more complete player now. I'm 
more settled and’ everything is 
that liule bit sharper." 

Lyle, the 1985 British Open 


champion, has won three times 
on the US Tour this year — at the 
Phoenix Open, the Greater 
Greensboro Open, which be also 
won in 1986, and the Masters. 

His earnings of more than 
$608,473 give him a handsome 
lead at the top of the US money 
list while boosting his career 
prize money in America to 
$1,078,521. 

Yesterday, he became a prize 
money millionaire on both tours 
— the first to do so — when his 
official European lifetime earn- 
ings reached £1,034,088 
($1,851,000). 

“I’d like to see some of it,” he 
cracked. 

Lyle — the ‘Wizard of the one 
iron’ as he has become known for 
the great distance he gets with the 
dub — rarely used anything else 
off the tee at Woburn until yes- 
terday, when he employed his 
driver “a few more times.” 

“I go about 20 yards more with 
ray driver,” he explained with a 
straight face. “Most golfers hit 
50 or 60 yards further with their 
driver than with their one iron. 

“But 1 feel it's been good 
preparation for the US Open, 
hitting the one iron and keeping 
it under control, because the 
course at Brookline (near Bos- 
ton) is bound to be narrow with 
heavy rough. 

“1 reckon my game is in very 
good shape for the US Open,” he 
said. 

The muscular Lyle, whose 
father is a professional who helps 
him with his swing, has moved up 
to number two in the world rank- 
ings this year behind Greg Nor- 
man of Australia.

Lyle’s , achievements in 1988 
have earned him the admiration 
ofa host of qualified experts. Lee 
Trevino, the American veteran 
who played with Lyle for the first 
two rounds at Woburn, was full 


of praise. 

“Sandy’s playing exception- 
ally well and he’s right up there 
with Norman and a few others as 
the best in the world. He has 
strength, finesse and he’s putting 


very well. 

“He’s won the British Open 
and the US Masters and those 
are the hardest two of the four 
majors Lo win. The US Open and 
the PGA will be easier for him,” 
Trevino said. 

Ben Crenshaw, Lyle’s playing 
partner in the final round of the 
US Masters and third on the US 
money list this year, said: “I'm a 
great admirer of Seve (Balles- 
teros), Greg (N orman) and Bern- 
hard (Langer). But nobody has 
been better than Sandy in the last 
two years. He has proved himself 
time and time again.” 

Mark Calcavecchia, iheyoung 
American who briefly overtook 
Lyle late in the final round of the 
US Masters before the Briton 
carded two birdies in the last 
three holes to win, was impressed 
by the his patience. 

“He is 99 per cent unflappable 
and I’ve never seen the guy lose 
his temper. He’s got a wonderful 
attitude to the game,” Calcavec- 
chia said. 

Led 

Lyle won at Augusta after 
enduring the pressure of leading 
from the end of the second 
round. At Woburn, he won after 
leading from the end of the First. 

In fact, Lyle has won 1 2 of the 
13 tournaments he has led enter- 
ing the final round. 

He continues his preparations 
for the US Open by crossing the 
Atlantic again this week and 
playing in the US tour event in 
Westchester, New York. 

“That course should be much 
like Brookline,” he said. “I think 
it will be a great place to hone ray 
game.”

“I really wanted to lake care of 
business today, to run a good 
race.” Lewis said before the 
official lime was announced. 
"That’s the way it’s got to be this 
year". 

The meeting also featured the 
fastest times in the world this 
year in the 3.000-metre steeple- 
chase. the men's mile and 
women's 1,500 metres. 

Kenyan Julius Kariuki took 
command in the steeplechase 
over the last 400 metres and fini- 
shed in eight minutes 21.96 
seconds. 

US record holder Steve Scott 
held ofTachargjngJoaquimCruz 
of Brazil to win the mile. Both 
Scott and Cruz, the 1984 800- 
metre Olympic gold medallist, 
were timed in 3:53.6.

Khalifa could have won powerboat race, says Nabil

KHALIFA AL QATAMI and 
throttleman Nabil Faraj were

We watched them ail and 
decided that the cats were faster 
than the monohuils." 

In fact the pair were racing in a 
similar 24ft Tigcrcat lo Khaled 
Bukhil. the winner of the race. 
"The Tigercat arrived in Kuwait 
last Tuesday and on Wednesday 
afternoon', after it had cleared 
customs, we took it straight out. 
It was our first time to drive a caL 
and we found it completely dif- 
ferent in the way it handled the 


water, and in ihesteering<and the 
way it hit the waves. It was harder 
to drive than a raonohuH. We 
took it easy because of the 
engines, and then had a second 
training session on Thursday. 
There were no problems, just a 
few minor adjustments to be 
made. Everything was beautiful; 
the boat was checked by A1 
Sha'alli, and he was happy," said 
Nabil. 

“On the race day we started 
well up in the field, then the rpm 
went down on the left engine, and 
we lost all power. 1 tried to do 
something about the gas flow, 
and restarted the engine. We 
madeitto the first turning point, 

1 5 minutes behind everyone else, 
then we lost engine pressure 
again and we were finished. We 
went 8 miles in 15 minutes 
because of the fuel supply 
problem." 

Nabil is certain that he and 
Khalifa would not have got lost: 
if they had not been forced to 
stop, they could have gone on to 
win, even despite the time deficit 
they had already built up. 

“Khalifa has a good know- 
ledge of the sea, but so do Has- 
sam A1 Seyafe and Mohammed 
Karam. We were surprised that 
they got lost.” 

"We were very disappointed, 
but hopefully we'll go on to do all 
future races in Kuwait and else- 
where.” 

“The Dubai racers had more 
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coast. “There has to be a 
navigational element," he said. 

The pais were racing with a 
new sponsor, Perrier mineral 
water, for the first Lime. “We are 
very grateful to them, they gave 
us good support.” 

“Everything looked so good, 
and Abdulla A1 Sha'alli was very 
surprised and pleased with the 
way we handled the boat. Before 
the race he said that he thought 
we were leading contenders. 
Then, it went wrong.” 

“The race was very worth- 
while; it is Lhe best thing that has 
happened for a long time, rd like 
to thank our crew, Abdul Rah- 
niand AI Attar, Hamad A1 Shall 
and Mrs Faraj.”
